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INTRODUCTION 


The leading features of this work were planned to bring forth 
the knowledge and understanding of God’s Laws. These laws were 
taught by our Master the Lord Jesus Christ, during His ministry 
here on earth, while He was in the physical body. 


Few people understand the teachings brought forth by our 
Master. This is due to a lack of proper interpretation on the part 
of many cults and organizations, also due to misunderstanding by 
the individual. 


The Holy Scripture, scientists and medical authorities—all con- 
firm the fact, that the human body is composed of minerals and 
acids. The foundation of the earth and man’s physical body are 
both composed of salt. Salt itself is recognized as the basis of all 
physical life. 

Genesis, Chapter 1, Verse 26. ‘‘God said let us make 

man.’’ 


Genesis, Chapter 2, Verse 7. ‘Man was made (Adam) 
from the scum of the. earth.”’ 


Which was the beginning of chemistry in the human body. 


St. Matthew, Chapter 5, Verse 13. “You are the salt of 
the earth.” 

St. Mark, Chapter 9, Verse 49. ‘‘Salt is good. But if the 
salt become unsavoury; wherewith will you season it? 
Have salt in you, and have peace among you.”’ 


We find in the human body twelve different colors of salt. 
The water or moisture passing through the different colors of salt, 
creates twelve different acids. Other acids are created by two or 
more acids coming in contact with each other, by their natural 
force of flow, through different organs of the body. This, from a 
scientific standpoint, proves the alkali and acid theory to be more 
of less correct. It also gives the correct understanding of St. 
Matthew, Chapter 5, Verse 13. “You are the salt of the earth.” 
We find the twelve Apostles to be the connection between man and 
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the Us, mentioned in Genesis, Chapter 1, Verse 26, where God 
said: ‘Let ws make man.” We find each Apostle in control of a 
different mineral (salt) of the universe. By getting in direct com- 
munication with the proper Apostle, the chemical lacking in the 
body is easily restored, removing all unnatural causes. 


There is a vast difference between the action of cosmic minerals 
and the action of minerals produced or mined by man. Cosmic 
mineral is still live material. Mined mineral on the other hand is 
dead material. This makes a vast difference in the action of those 
two minerals, also a vast difference in laboratory tests. We find a 
difference in the color produced by live minerals; whereas dead 
mineral of the same kind will produce an entirely different color. 
This distinction is true of the action of minerals as well as it pertains 
to man. The comparison is taken from, Romans, Chapter 8, Verse 6. 
‘He who walk according to the flesh, mind the things of the flesh 
and the wisdom of the flesh is death. He who walk according to the 
spirit, mind the things of the spirit and the reward is life ever- 
Jasting.” Read Romans, Chapter 8, Verse 4 to 12. 


The author takes this opportunity to explain the connection 
between minerals and colors. People from time to time become 
confused when you speak of the connection between cosmic chemistry 
and the physical body, and they are still more confused when you 
speak of the different mineral colors that pass into the body, by the 
laying on of the hand. (See Webster’s New International Dictionary 
on mineral—salt) . 


The temperature of the human body varies from 96.8 to 98.5 
degrees above zero, Fahrenheit measure. The mineral passing into 
the body changes in disposition and color, when it comes in contact — 
with the natural heat of the individual. The laying on of the hand 
is very important, being the natural law of delivery, as taught by 
our Master the Lord Jesus Christ. When an individual comes in 
contact with another by the laying on of the hand, the heat ratio 
increases sixty percent. Increasing the heat to approximately 160 
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degrees, causes various changes in the color in addition to changes in 
valuation of the different cosmic minerals. 

The different minerals and colors of the Apostles are as fol- 
lows: 


Natural Sulphur—Christ—Universal Love—Is controlled by 
our Master the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Disposition of Natural Sulphur—color—yellow or when evap- 
orated a lemon yellow. Sulphur family or by-products: Remainder 
of the liquid cast into brimstone, an impure grayish product from 
119 degrees to 160 degrees. Sulphur is a pale yellow. At 160 degrees, 
it becomes dark colored and viscious. By acidifying a theosulphate 
solution, sulphur is precipitated as a white powder. Sulphur burns a 
blue flame. It is used in medicine as a laxative. Sulphate is a salt or 
ester of sulphuric acid. Sulphopuric is obtained as a blue powder by 
action of sulphuric acid on indigo. 


A careful study of sulphur will show that sulphur is luminating 
and harmless in the raw material. But when furiated by heat it is 
transformed into many different characters and colors. 


ST. PAUL—Astral white—Potassium—a soft light silverwhite 
metal of the alkali group, a by-product of potash. (The quickness of 
man). | 


ST. PETER—Faith—Dark Blue—Kalinite Phosphate. When 
this mineral is passed into the body, it becomes a dark greenish blue 
and immediately quiets the nerves. The longer the vibration con- 
tinues, the more of an indigo blue color it produces. Kidney pills 
and certain other patent medicines which have a tendency to turn 
the urine a bluish green, have a similar action on the nerves. 


ST. THOMAS—Understanding—Yellowish green—Cal-Phos- 
phate—Fluoride. Fluoride of the Fluor family, a by-product of Fluor. 
The latter a combining form for fluorine. Fluorine a corrosive gas of 
pale greenish yellow color. By intense cold it has been reduced to a 
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yellow liquid at 187 degrees, and pale yellow solid melting at 223 
degrees. Fluorescein a yellowish red crystalline produced by heating 
together Phthalic anhydride and resorcin. In general fluorindine are 
green and crystalline and their solutions have a red fluorescence. 
Fluoride is a pale greenish yellow. Calcium Fluorite has many differ- 
ent colors. 


ST. PHILLIP—Mind-Blue Gray—Magnesia Phosphate. Mag- 
nesia—A light earthy white substance obtained by heating magne- 
sium hydroxide or carbinate. By-products of Magnesia: Magnesite, 
in white or light colored, compact or granular masses. Magnesium, a 
silver-white metallic element, malleable, ductile and light. Magne. 
sium Carbonate, a white crystalline compound. Mangante, a salt of 
manganic acid. Various manganates are obtained as green masses by 
fusion of manganese dioxide with alkalies, oxides, or carbonates. 
Manganese, a black oxide of the metal described below. Chemically 
a grayish white metal with reddish tinge, soft when pure but ordi- 
narily hard and brittle, resembling iron but not magnetic. Manganite, 
in brilliant steel-gray or iron-black orthorhombic crystals or massive. 
Manganic, obtained as a reddish brown powder by strongly heating 
manganese oxides and hydroxides in air. It is regarded as a salt 
rather than as a true oxide. Manganous, compounds of manganese, 
compounds as hydroxide, a compound obtained as a white precipi- 
tate by adding caustic alkali to a solution of a manganous salt. 
Rapidly oxidizes in air, forming brown manganic hydroxide. Oxide, 
a compound obtained as a green easily oxidizable powder by heating 
other oxides of manganese in a current of hydrogen. Sulphide, a 
compound occurring native and obtained artificial as an easily oxidiz- 
able, flesh-colored precipitate. 


ST. MATTHEW—Will—Bluish Gray—Calcium (Lime). Cal- 
cium, silver-white. Calctum salts color the test flame yellow red. 
These salts passing through the other minerals will form the above 
color. | | 
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ST. BARTHOLOMEW-—Knowledge—Bluish Green—Calcium 
Phosphate. Calcium or lime a silver-white color. Phosphate, a salt of 
phosphoric acid. 


ST. SIMON—Zeal of Brain—Light blue—Calcium Phosphate. 
The salts passing through three different parts of head and body 
cause different colors by natural heat. 


ST. JOHN—Love—Bright Pink—Kalinite Phosphate. Phos- 
phate is a salt of phosphoric acid. Phosphoric acid is a sirup like 
crystalline substance obtained by oxidation of phosphorous. Being 
ttibasic, forms three salts. Phosphorous acid, a colorless crystalline 
diabasic acid, obtained by oxidation of phosphorous. Its salts are 
called phosphates. Phosphorous, chemical nonmetallic element of a 
nitrogen group obtained as a white or yellowish waxy crystalline 
substance, a faint flow in air. Element found in commerce in two 
different forms, ordinary white or yellow. Prepared from calcium 
_ phosphate. Very active chemically and poisonous. Inflames readily, 
forming as it burns white fumes of phosphorous pentoxide. This 
mineral receives its color when it comes in contact with the lungs 
and the natural heat of the body. 


ST. JAMES SON OF ZEBEDEE—Solar Plexus—Purple—Po- 
tassium Permanganate. Potassium Permanganate, crystallizing in dark 
purple-red prisms having a greenish surface, color dissolving in 
water, a beautiful purple-red. 


ST. JAMES SON OF ALPHEUS—Order—Blue with reddish 
cast-Kalinite Sulphate. Ferric containing iron. Ferric acid obtained 
in the form of red crystalline salt. 


ST. THADDEUS—Elimination—Ivory (Pinkish Cast) —Silica. 
Silica, occurring naturally in crystalline form. Silicon, free silicon is 
prepared as an amorphous reddish brown powder by heating pow- 
dered quartz with magnesium. Crystalline silicon is made by heating 
silica with carbon in an electric furnace. It forms a grayish white 
metallic mass. 
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ST. ANDREW-—Strength—Yellowish Brown—lIron. Iron 
chemically is chiefly base forming, being bivalent in the ferrous com- 
pounds, which are white or pale green, and trivalent in ferric com- 
pounds, which as a rule are yellow or brown. 


JUDAS—Life—Red—Rock salt or Natural Muriate. Potassium 
dichromate a soluable salt forming large red triclinic crystals. Some 
of the different colors found in the organism of the body: BRAIN— 
divided in two or more colors. Common expression, yellow or gray 
matter, also a light brown or yellowish brown in the lower part of 
the back of the brain. Term used should be sub-conscious part of the 
brain. Eyes, are of five different colors. LIVER—brown, GALL 
BLADDER—Green, LUNGS—pink, HEART, arteries and creative 
organs are red. STOMACH and BOWELS—a bluish green. SKIN 
of a clay or flesh color. The bones of the body are of an ivory color. 
When the cosmic chemicals are passing into the body through differ- 
ent nerve centers and come in contact with the different colored or- 
gans, it transforms the mineral into a different color, or the color 
of the organ which is receiving such mineral. 


In a material way, many experiments have been made with the 
cosmic forces, but the results obtained through material instruments, 
give a much different action than those brought into effect by natural 
spiritual law. We have received no permanent understanding of the 
cosmic forces by material methods. 


The results obtained through Divine Law have been brought 
about by a close study of our Master’s teachings. Jesus referred to 
the cosmic minerals as food or harvest, when talking to His disciples, 
but the disciples failed to comprehend His remarks, thus preventing 
them from bringing the full valuation of cosmic chemistry into 
effect by the onlookers. When results were obtained through the 
apostle’s healing with cosmic minerals, it was termed a miracle, 
because with the physical eye a person cannot see this great force 
at work.

The word is the seed of Divine Law, and through the prayers 
taught by our Master the Lord Jesus Christ, we raise ourselves into 
a state of consciousness high enough to make contact with the vibra- 
tion of our Heavenly Father, as in St. Luke, Chapter 8, Verses 9 to 
13, which read as follows: 

9. And his disciples asked him, saying, What might this 

parable be? 


10. And he said: Unto you it is given to know the mysteries 
of the kingdom of God; but to the rest in PARABLES, 
that seeing they might not SEE, and hearing they might 
not UNDERSTAND. 3 


11. Now the parable is this: THE SEED IS THE WORD

In Adam’s time the word which was used was: “GOD HEAV- 
ENLY FATHER I THANK THEE THAT THOU HEAREST 
ME.” The people became so wicked, on earth and neglectful of 
God’s Law, God sealed the word, so that no person might use it. 
They were using it for personal gain. Then He said to Daniel, 
Chapter 12, Verses 4 to 9, “Close up the word and seal the book.’ 
After that, the word was not used again until the coming of our 
Master the Lord Jesus Christ. He used the word in the raising of 
Lazarus, as in St. John, Chapter 11, Verses 41 to 43: 

41. Then they took away the stone from the place where the 


And Jesus lifted up his eyes, and said, 
Father, I thank thee that thou hast heard me.

Prayer is a very essential law. It elevates us into a vibration of 
consciousness— a vibration so high that we may communicate direct-

THE LAW OF PRAYER 


ly with God. 


It does not change God’s disposition or Jaw, but it transforms 
the individual from a material rate of consciousness to a correct 
spiritual understanding. Prayer acts as an elevator, elevating us from 
a low material vibration to the highest rate of spiritual consciousness. 
It enables us to communicate with God, our Master the Lord. Jesus 
Christ, and the Apostles. At times, we find ourselves so weighted 
down with trouble and worry, sorrow and sickness, that it appears 
as though there were no possible relief. In earthly conditions we find 
this true of man, from the greatest to the smallest. Read St. Matthew, 


Chapter 26, Verses 38 and 39:

Give verses 41, 42, 43 and 44, of St. Matthew, Chapter 26, plenty

Read all of St. Matthew, Chapter 26. 
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According to Scripture, we find that it was necessary for even 
this Great Man to use the law of prayer. A very common picture of 
the Master, the Lord Jesus Christ, gives us to understand that at one 
period he prayed continuously for three days and three nights with- 
out either food or water. Again we find him praying in the wilderness 
forty days and forty nights, living on nothing of the material, but on 
the minerals of the cosmic elements, which are received through the 
law of prayer. There have been great discussions and great denials 
on this question. Many men who walketh by the flesh have under- 
taken to live forty days and forty nights, as the Master did in the 
wilderness, but not having the understanding of the law or cosmic 
chemistry, they were unable to complete the undertaking. Their ex- 
periment ended, either by shorter duration or else by death, since 
they did not know the law. This brings us back into chemistry or 
the natural spiritual food, which will rebuild body, brain and con- 
sciousness. It proves that man in the material can exist on cosmic 
minerals, and also rebuild the physical body. Read St. John, Chapter 
4, Verses 30 to 38: 


30. They went therefore out of the city, and came unto him. 
31. In the meanwhile his disciples prayed him, saying, 
~ Rabbi, eat. 


32. But he said unto them: I have meat to eat, that you 
know not of. 


35. Do not you say, there are yet four months, and then the 
harvest cometh? Behold, I say to you, lift up your eyes, 
and see the countries; for they are white already to 
harvest. 
The vibration of natural minerals has already been explained in 


the introduction of this book. 


The hour we select for praying is an important factor. The 
vibration in some hours is much higher. That makes it considerably 
easier for you to effect the proper communication in asking for what 
you desire. Prayers may be offered, or requests answered more forci- 
bly at 3 o'clock, 6 o’clock, 9 o’clock or 12 o’clock—either night or 
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day. This is given to you as a study for your own experiment. It will 
readily prove to you that all material things are received through a 
heavenly source. 


The Lord’s Prayer, is the prayer the Master taught His disciples. 
This is a wonderful commandment, but how can we keep it when 
we are so full of anger, hate and deceit? We must rid ourselves of 
those three things and the only way to accomplish this is by keeping 
Christ’s commandment of love, praying to the Father to remove all 
evil from the body, brain and consciousness. 


The great physical distress in the United States of America and 
in fact throughout the entire world, is caused through the neglect 
of Prayer and our spiritual duties. The Master said: “Where two 
or more are gathered together in My name I shall be there.” So, if © 
you want the Lord Jesus Christ to occupy your home, and your 
earthly conditions to be a success, establish prayer morning and 
evening at one of the above mentioned hours, and you will soon find 
Jesus Christ does not only inhabit your home, but also your body, 
brain and consciousness. He fills your life with that wonderful love 
and peace of His teaching. Read all of St. Matthew, Chapter 6. That 
chapter will give you an understanding of the way in which the 
Master taught His apostles and disciples to pray. 


The Master’s instructions were, ““Go into that chamber and 
close the door and pray in secret to the Father who heats you in secret 
and he will reward you openly.” This act of going into a quiet room, 
shutting out all other conversation, noise and vibration, helps you to 
gain a more perfect connection with our Heavenly Father. 


More prayer is destroyed through doubt than through any other 
cause. We pray and ask our Heavenly Father for the things we want, 
then immediately start to use one of His most effective laws to destroy 
our demands. We use the Law of Prophecy and: prophesy that it 
will not come true, which interferes with the vibration of the Law of 
Prayer. 


The laying on of the hand is necessary in order that the afflicted 
receive the baptism of the Holy Ghost. This baptism cleanses the 
body, brain and conscience. It also removes the sins from the body so 
that the afflicted may receive sight, knowledge and understanding, 
just as Phillip received his Mastership of understanding, and knowl- 
edge of Divine Law. See The Acts, Chapter 8, Verses 28, 29, 30, 31.

This plainly shows that the gifts of God are received through 
the Law of Prayer and the keeping of His commandments, given by 
our Lord Jesus Christ, as in St. Matthew, Chapter 9, Verses 5 to 8: 

5. For whether is easier, to say, Thy sins be forgiven thee; 

or to say, Arise, and walk? 


6. But that ye may know that the Son of man hath power 
on earth to forgive sins, (then saith he to the sick of the 
palsy,) Arise, take up thy bed, and go unto thine house. 


7. And he arose, and departed to his house. 

8. But when the multitudes saw it, they marvelled, and 

glorified God, which had given such power unto men. 

Many people undertake to do healing in different parts of the 
country, as Simon of Samaria, (The Acts, Chapter 8, Verses 7 to 20) 
and having neither knowledge or understanding of Divine Law, they 
fail to produce results. This results in much doubt and unbelief 
among the people of this country. It also causes many people to fall 
away from Christianity and their Churches. When we are brought 
into a full understanding of Divine Law, we find that any individual 
may receive the benefits through the use of the Word in the proper 
manner, in addition to having an understanding between the Spirit 
and the Flesh. 

Many wonderful results are produced by absent treatments with- 
out the laying on of the hand, but the results are not so quickly re- 
ceived. The Law works the same, removing ailments, but the body is 
rebuilt by the laying on of the hand. 


CHAPTER IV. 
INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE USE OF DIVINE LAW 
FOLLOW VERY CAREFULLY: Each word must be given 


as stated in these instructions:

The first feature of the Law is the correct way of using the word 
or the key to God’s Law. 


. WE REPEAT EACH PARAGRAPH GIVEN HERE AS 


THOUGH WE WERE TALKING TO A PERSON WHO IS 
PRESENT IN THE FLESH, JUST AS OUR HEAVENLY 
FATHER IS PRESENT IN THE SPIRIT. 


. “God Heavenly Father I thank Thee that Thou hearest me.” 


I ask You in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


. The Lord’s Prayer: 


“Our Father who art in heaven, Hallowed be thy name. Thy 
kingdom come. Thy will be done on earth, as it is in heaven. 
Give us this day our daily bread. And forgive us our trespasses 
as we forgive those that trespass against us. And lead us not into 
temptation, but deliver us from evil: For thine is the kingdom, 
and the power, and the glory, forever. Amen.” 


. Now place your right hand upon the head of the one who is 


afflicted. I baptize you in the name of the Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost, and ask God to reconnect your body, soul and spirit that 
you may be raised from all sickness and pain. ‘““God Heavenly 
Father I thank You in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ.”’ 


When you have repeated the word correctly you will feel a current 
flow through your hand and arm into the body of the person 
with whom you are working. 


. Remember, the Master, our Lord Jesus Christ, arose on the third 


day and ascended into Heaven, where He sitteth on the right 
hand of God the Father Almighty. (Always use the pent hand 
in applying treatments).

CHAPTER V. 
MASTER, THE LorD JESUS CHRIST 


. Turn back to the page covering instructions for using Divine 
Law. (Paragraph three). Now you are using the word, bringing 
the person you are relieving into the proper vibration. Now repeat 
the Lord’s Prayer. (Paragraph four). Baptize the person. (Paragraph 
five). This mineral of the vibration of baptism acts as a cleanser or 
an antiseptic. By the baptism of any nerve center in the body, it 
becomes cleansed or fumigated, leaving the part of the body that 
you afe treating in a clean and perfect state to receive the different 
minerals that rebuild the physical body. | | | 

We ask our Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ, to pass the Divine 
Current of Sulphur or Universal Love through the body, brain and 
consciousness of the person. We ask Him to straighten the spine and 
replace all the bones that are out of order; establish in the soul a 
loving and harmonious condition that I may, or he or she, abide in 
your commandment, live in my love and the love of man, glorify the 
Father in Heaven, and be your disciple. 

Now you can readily feel this loving current flowing through 
your right hand and arm, as you have been instructed before on the 
center top of the head. And by the current continuing through the 
body, every bone or vertebra will automatically take their natural 
position. The person undergoing treatment will gradually feel the 
current passing in one part of their body to the other. As soon as 
one portion of the body is in a natural condition, the mineral will 
then occupy the next part of the body that is suffering. You may 
repeat, “I baptize this center in the name of the Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost.” If you do this three or four times in succession each 
time, you will feel the increase of vibration in your right hand. Also, 
the sufferer will feel the increase each time as you perform the bap- 
tism., Now. this work can be done by the instructor, either aloud or 
silently, just as he prefers. One bringing the same results as the 
other. It is not necessary for the individual to have any knowledge 
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whatsoever of Chemistry or Minerals. Each Apostle takes care of a 
different portion of the body and will reestablish the mineral which 
is lacking. The mineral will rebuild or cause the body, brain and 
consciousness to harmonize and change to a strong healthy condition. 
A few instructions at the Williams School of Divine Law will give 
you a quick and accurate understanding of this work.

CAUSES REMOVED By THE LorD JEsuS CHRIST 


All spinal troubles are taken care of by the Master. Lameness 
of the neck, shoulder and arms are removed by the relaxation and 
straightening of the spine. Jaundice, torpid liver and gall bladder 
troubles are removed by the Master. He also restores harmony to all 
parts of the body, as sulphur is the principal chemical which pro- 
duces Universal Love. He is a great help to all kidney and bladder 
trouble, having much to do with the prostate gland. This same treat- 
ment will straighten the entire spine, back and hips. It removes the 
causes of many different congestions such as, swelling from the lower 
limbs, varicose veins and the cause of cold feet. It regulates many 
female disorders and has much to do with the facial complexion or 
skin. 

We also find sulphur to be very cleansing, being used in various 
forms of fumigation. In many cases we find open sores treated with 
sulphur and other minerals to produce healing. Veterinaries have 
used sulphur and lime for years to heal flesh wounds on different 
animals, such as barb wire cuts on horses and cattle. We find cosmic 
sulphur more valuable and its action much quicker. 

The master will apply the natural current to any wound, sore, or 
irritation of the nose or throat. One hears the expression ‘‘My throat 
is raw.’ In such cases, the Master will give quick relief. He will also 
supply sulphur to any part of the body that is affected according to 
your directions. The Master’s treatment is very effective on boils, 
ulcers, cancer or any sore containing bruised blood.

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CHAPTER VI. 
ST. PETER 
CONTROL OF THE NERVES 


Kalinite Phosphate is established in the body by St. Peter. This 
mineral, coming in contact with the blood stream and different acids 
of the body, becomes dark blue in color. It stimulates and strengthens 
the nerve system throughout the whole body, thereby giving a person 
control of the body, brain and consciousness. 


This mineral is very essential. It is one of the main functions 
which we use daily, both mentally and physically. Therefore, it is 
very easily exhausted, which causes a weakness of the nervous sys- 
tem, throwing the organism of the whole body out of balance, and 
causing one to worry and fear. The atlas, or the top bone of the 
spine, will move out of position, causing a ringing and itching of 
the ears. It affects the eyes, causing poor sight and twitching of the 
muscles. It also affects the stomach and bowels. We find that St. 
Peter has much to do with illuminating the body. All ailments or 
infirmities are due partly to a lack of circulation and partly to a 
nervous condition. This has a tendency to make the body become 
dark, as in St. Luke, Chapter 11, Verse 34: ‘‘The light of the body 
is the eye: therefore when thine eye is single, thy whole body also 
is full of light: but when thine eye is evil, thy body also is full of 
darkness.” 


St. Peter was the faithful leader of our Master the Lord Jesus 
Christ. With all his knowledge of the Master’s work, and his faith 
in God, we find various places through the Scripture where his_ 
nerves weakened to a great extent. Read St. Matthew, Chapter 14, 
Verses 28 to 31. Also read the ordaining of St. Peter, St. Matthew, 
Chapter 16, Verses 13 to and including 19: 


13. And Jesus came into the quarters of Cesarea Philippi: 
and he asked his disciples, saying: Whom do men say 
that the Son of man is?

But they said: Some John the Baptist, and other some 
Elias, and others Jeremias, or one of the prophets. 


Jesus saith to them: But whom do you say that I am? 
Simon Peter answered and said: Thou art Christ, the 
Son of the living God. 

And Jesus answering, said to him: Blessed art thou, 
Simon Bar-Jona: because flesh and blood hath not re- 
vealed it to thee, but my Father who is in heaven. 


And I say to thee: That thou art Peter; and upon this 
rock I will build my church, and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it.

ST. PETER—CONTROL OF THE NERVES 5 
CAUSES REMOVED By ST. PETER 


All nervous troubles are taken care of by St. Peter. Weakness of 
the nervous system throws the organism of the whole body out of 
balance, causing many different ailments that can be removed by 
using St. Peter, e. g. eye, ear and throat trouble, or any nervous 
condition that may cause disorders of the shoulders, arms, hands, 
and lungs. Asthma, consumption, inflammation of the lungs, pneu- 
monia and pleurisy, stomach and kidney trouble, impurities of the 
blood, disorders of the respiratory organs, cramps, pains and aches 
in the shoulders and arms, nervous indigestion, palpitation of the 
heart, nervous conditions of the creative organs, and itching of the 
skin are other ailments that can be removed. Use St. Peter extensive- 
ly in skin dis-eases and gall bladder trouble. Many of our troubles 
are caused by wrong thinking, due to the condition of our nerves. 
Weak nerves cause many peculiar strains on the brain. This changes 
the position of the thought channel, causing the vibration of thought 
to become confused as the thought is flashed from one brain cell to 
the other. Such an unnatural pulsation going through the entire 
nerve system, confuses the organism and the functioning of the body, 
which in turn sends back another unnatural vibration of thought to 
the brain, causing a tension on the motor nerve. This reflects to the 
muscles of the body, drawing the different vertebras of the spine out 
of their natural position, shutting off the circulation, and causing 
certain parts of the body to become cold, thus: leaving them in a 
condition susceptible to different ailments. When the circulation of 
the blood becomes poor, leaving the nerves in a cold and unnatural 
condition, it causes them to sweat or cast off a white mucas. This 
mucas is known as a discharge.

I now place my 
right hand upon the super-conscious center, or top of head as desig- 
nated by the cross, and ask St. Peter in the name of the Lord Jesus 
Christ to pass the Divine Current of Faith through the body, brain 
and consciousness of (Name of person). Now I baptize the soul or 
any part in question in the name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 
Again I ask St. Peter, in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, to con- 
tinue the Divine Current of Faith through these different parts until 
relief is obtained. St. Peter has control of the nerves, and it is to be 
remembered that the nerves inhabit all parts of the body. Excitement, 
worry or excess strain acts directly on the nerves, causing an over- 
taxation. Many discharges, such as catarrh, spitting of mucas from 
the throat and bronchial tubes, and discharges from the creative or- 
gans are caused by over-worked nerves. Displacement of the bones 
of the neck or lumbar region (lower part of the back) have a great 
effect upon the nerves. Material practitioners give many different 
names of diseases to these conditions, but it is immaterial to St. Peter 
what term or name is used. In regard to material ailments, he will set 
the nerves to functioning and the infirmity will disappear. We close 
our treatment by thanking our Heavenly Father and the apostle with 
whom we are working. 
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CHAPTER VII. 
St. PAUL, THE CONVERTED SAUL 


In a flash, or rather by a flash of light, Saul was converted, and 
received the power of quickness. The Acts, Chapter 9, Verse 4: 

‘And he fell to the earth, and heard a voice saying unto 

him, Saul, Saul, why persecute thou me? And he said, I am 

Jesus whom thou persecute: It is hard for thee to kick 

against pricks.” | 

Also read The Acts, Chapter 8, Verses 1 to 4; Chapter 9, Verses 
1 to 12; and Chapter 22, Verses 4 to 19. 


We find St. Paul in control of the natural potash, one of the 
ingredients that help to form the human body. We find potash to be 
very explosive or quick when mixed with other minerals. The color 
of this mineral is an Astral White. St. Paul works from the center 
top of the head, which is termed the Super-conscious center. Place 
your right hand on this center as shown in the illustration of St. 
Paul. This means that St. Paul will impart speed to any part of the 
body, either to the limbs or any organ in the body. He will restore 
ambition, in addition to accelerating the brain or thinking faculties. 
If your liver is slow, St. Paul will quicken the action of the liver. 
When the bowels become slow and sluggish and refuse to work reg- 
ularly, St. Paul is of a great help. He will hasten the circulation of 
both blood and lymphatic systems. 

The Conversion of Saul gives one to understand that we can be 
transferred from a Saul to a Paul. No matter how long a person has 
been a disbeliever of the Master, the Lord Jesus Christ, or in Chris- 
tianity, or how low a criminal he or she may have been; when they 
have the understanding and knowledge of God, our Master the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and Divine Law, it is very easy to make the change 
from Saul to Paul, and live a Christian life as stated by the Master in 
St. Matthew, Chapter 9, Verse 6: “Know ye that man on earth have 
power to forgive sins.” This can be accomplished through the assist- 
ance of an instructor of Divine Law. 
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Immediately after your conversion as an instructor you will feel 
the great power which God gives the instructor in the way of inter- 
pretations. This power may come as a flash or we can obtain it by 
the proper amount of prayer. In addition to the above, apply the usual 
treatment as given in paragraphs three, four, five and six of the 
instruction of Divine Law.

ST. PAUL, THE CONVERTED SAUL 39 
CAUSES REMOVED By ST. PAUL 


St. Paul can be used in connection with any other apostle by 
baptizing the nerve center. As soon as the apostle starts to work on 
the part of the body in question, then rebaptize the nerve center and 
the part of the body that is being treated. At the same time, ask St. 
Paul to send the Divine Current of Quickness and Divine Light 
through this center and into the affected part of the body. In cases 
where school children are slow in their studies, St. Paul will quicken 
their thinking faculties to such an extent that the child will become 
quick and alert, not only in thought, but also in action. He will also 
quicken the spiritual part of the person, so that it may be easy for 
them to understand the instructions given in this book. 


If the liver is slow, baptize it in the name of the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost. Do the same with each organ or part of the body 
that is not working properly. 


When reading the Holy Scripture, if you are at a loss to under- 
stand different quotations, call upon St. Paul and use the treatment 
as given in the instruction page of Divine Law. St. Paul will quicken 
your understanding to such an extent that the Scripture will become 
the most lovely and interesting book that has ever appeared in print. 
So many people neglect reading the Scripture, placing it aside with 
the same excuse: “I cannot understand it.” If this happens to be 
the case with you, use St. Paul frequently, also St. Thomas who is 
the ordained apostle of understanding. In case a person is afflicted 
with bad or detrimental habits it is usually caused by a low rate of 
spirituality in the consciousness of the person in question. St. Paul 
will quicken the action of the consciousness. Then use St. James, the 
son of Alpheus, to supply the Divine Order, St. Andrew to give 
Strength to the consciousness, and St. Thaddeus to eliminate all detri- 
mental thoughts and desires.

(Name of Person), any person receiving treatment is called by 
name when you are baptizing and treating them. I now place my 
right hand upon the super-conscious center of top of head as desig- 
nated by the cross, and ask St. Paul in the name of the Lord Jesus 
Christ to pass the Divine Current of Quickness through the body, 
brain and consciousness of (Name of person). Now I baptize any 
part in question whether it be the feet, legs, hands, arms, or thinking 
faculties. We must realize there is direct connection between each 
and every part of the body through arteries, lymphatics, nerves or 
sinew, as stated in the 12th Chapter of Corinthians, Verses 14, 15, 
16, 25, 26: 

14. For the body also is not one member, but many. 

15. If the foot should say, because I am not the hand, 1 
am not of the body; is it therefore not of the body? 

16. And if the ear should say, because I am not the eye

In the conversion of St. Thomas, he recetved spirit of the Holy 
Ghost, and the understanding of the law. In receiving this under- 
standing, which he still retains, he reestablishes understanding in the 
body, brain and consciousness. This applies to each individual who 
calls upon him in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


The mineral of understanding is of a yellowish green color. It is 
known as Cal-Phosphate, Fluoride, which is a by-product of the 
Fluor family. 


By the laying on of the hand on the forehead of the individual, 
the apostle’s current of understanding will be passed through the 
entire body. It is just as necessary for one part of the body to have 
understanding as another, and! is just as essential for the liver gall 
bladder or foot to have understanding, as it is for the brain. This 
is given very clearly in, First Corinthians, Chapter 12, Verses 12 
and 13. (Read all of First Corinthians, Chapter 12). This will give 
an understanding of the anatomy, as given in the Scripture, clearing 
up another misunderstanding. Many people are laboring under the 
wrong impression that the Scripture deals with the Spirit only. We 
find that it deals directly with the physical body, also the Astral 
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Body and every daily need. Many cases of restlessness during night 
time are due to the fact that our Astral thinking faculties are receiving 
a communication from the Astral side of life and transferring it to our 
physical brain. In addition to the above, apply the usual treatment as 
given in paragraphs three, four, five and six of the instruction of

CAUSES REMOVED By St. THOMAS 


All nose troubles are taken care of by St. Thomas. These in- 
clude catarrh, adenoids, swelling of the ears, toothaches, ulcers of 
the teeth, pyorrhea, and trembling of the muscles and lower limbs. 
St. Thomas has a lot to do with the stomach and bowels, indigestion, 
constipation and hemorroids. 


It is necessary for each muscle and fibre in the body to have 
sufficient Cal-Phosphate produce the amount of understanding te- 
quired to harmonize the ingredients of the body. A lack of under- 
standing in the skin may cause congestion of the sweat glands. This 
in turn sets up an interference in the stomach and bowels, causing 
the stomach and bowels to cast off the great amount of poison that 
the skin refuses to eliminate, owing to the fact that the understanding 
is below par. 


In case the system of elimination does not readily respond when 
St. Thomas finishes with his treatment, call St. Thaddeus into action 
and have him eliminate the poison or blockage from the sweat 
glands.

A strong body creates 
a strong brain, which in turn provides a larger and stronger re- 
ception for God’s Mind to pass through, creating within us a think- 
ing power, both spiritual and physical. If great pain or disease origi- 
nate in any part of the body, through a lack of understanding of its 
duty, or through the balance of its members or organs, rebaptize it 
and call St. Thomas’ attention to the particular location. Then relief 
is sure. We finally close our treatment by thanking our Heavenly 
Father and the apostle with whom we are working.

13. Because I go to the Father: and whatsoever you shall 
ask the Father in my name, that will I do: that the 
Father may be glorified in the Son. 

And at this Phillip’s brain become awakened when he seeth the 
Father in the Son. It gave him control of the brain and thinking 
faculties, as Jesus could see the power within Phillip’s brain as soon 
as the understanding was developed. We find St. Phillip in control 
of Magnesia Phosphate, which is of a blue-gray color. This mineral 
is very essential to different parts of the brain and is very important 
to the thinking functions. It is also very essential to the stomach and 
most essential to the spiritual part of man. In order to strengthen the 
weak parts of the body, it is first necessary to strengthen the brain. 
The latter receives its strength from the Divine Power of Mind. The 
chemicals of the brain for rebuilding purposes are furnished by St. 
Thomas, St. Matthew and St. Simon. Before getting a substantial 
cure, St. Thaddeus must eliminate the cause of sickness and pain, as 
well as eliminate worries, evil thoughts, malice, jealousy, or hatred. 
St. Phillip has jurisdiction over the throat, the roots and muscles of 
the tongue and tonsils. 
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It is said that teachings about things of the Spirit are mystical. 
This is due to the fact that man has not come into consciousness of 
the many faculties necessary to comprehend Spirit. 


; There are brains within brains, and cells within cells. In truth, 
there is but one mind in which all things exist. Accurately speaking, 
man does not have three minds, nor does he have even one mind, 
but expresses mind in a multitude of ways. To believe in the posses- 
sion of a mind, and in the necessity for storing up knowledge, makes 
living burdensome. That is the reason why very intellectual people 
are often impractical and unsuccessful. 


Thought comes to our brain as the air passes through the lungs. 
The one mind which is God’s Universal Mind passes through the 
three divisions of Man’s Brain, viz. the Objective, Subjective and 
Sub-conscious. And according to the development of our brain, we 
utilize a certain portion of that mind. When we are quickened by 
the powers of Divine Law, however, our seeing and thinking be- 
comes more active and clear. Like Phillip, we may see the Father in 
the Son. In addition to the above, apply the usual treatment as given 
in paragraphs three, four, five and six of the instruction of Divine 
Law.

(Name of person) any person receiving treatment is called by 
name when you are baptizing and treating them.

Phillip, in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, to pass the Divine Cur- 
rent of Power of Mind through the body, brain and consciousness of 
(name of person). Now I baptize the muscles of the throat, roots 
of the tongue, as well as the stomach and bowels, in the name of the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost. Again I ask St. Phillip in the name of 
the Lord Jesus Christ to continue the current of Power of Mind 
through these different parts. Relief should be obtained from three 
to five minutes. In case we do not immediately feel the current start, 
merely continue with the baptism.

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CHAPTER X.. 


ST. MATTHEW 
WILL 


St. Matthew has control of the mineral Calcium (Lime), and 
the color is of a bluish gray. It is one of the principal minerals which 
rebuilds the bone and cartilage, making strong determination or will 
in the body, brain and consciousness of man. It gives knowledge to 
remove your infirmities or ailments. — | 

‘I am the Lord, Thy God. Thou shalt have no false Gods be- 
fore me.” If a greedy and selfish man violates this law, the reaction 
comes to the muscles and the various joints of the body, causing 
stiffness or paralyzed parts. The greater the deed, the greater the 
reaction. In many cases we find people totally paralyzed from seem- 
ingly no cause discernible by physical practitioners. ‘If any man will 
do his will, he shall know of the doctrine.” In this text, Jesus refers 
to two of the powers of man, and brings out a certain phase of their 
relationship. “Will and know” designate what we term the Will and 
the Understanding faculties of the brain. Nearly every mistake is the 
result of the Will acting without the cooperation of Understanding. 
When the Will is permitted to act on its own account, a man be- 
comes emotional and willful. These states of consciousness lead to 
all kinds of bodily discords. Willfulness results in tenseness, and a 
tense brain ties knots in the nerves, muscles and tendons of the 
whole organism. A man may have a paralyzed arm through selfish 
desire for money, and though he may find temporary relief in mere 
mental suggestions of health, he will never receive permanent heal- 
ing until he understands the Divine Law. If you believe that you are 
under the control of another will, or if you give up to another will, 
your own will is gradually weakened. If you continue to submit to 
the domination of another, you will finally lose control of your own 
life. The will must be strengthened through constant usage in Divine 
Understanding. Spiritual understanding quickens and makes alive. 
God said: “Awake, thou that sleepest, and Christ shall give thee 
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light.” The will is one of the most predominating and essential 
functions in man. The function has a tendency to predominate over 
all other functions, but when properly controlled and caused to har- 
monize with other functions, it becomes both physical and spiritual 
strength. Egotism is not will. Neither is determination. Both egotism 
and determination, however, are the lower causes that destroy Will 
and also the physical body. Mental and financial conditions are often 
destroyed by both. In St. John, Chapter 7, Verse 17 we read: “If 
any man will do the will of him, he shall know of the doctrine, 
whether it be of God, or whether I speak of myself.” 

There is but one Mind, and that Mind cannot be separated or 
divided. Like the principle of mathematics, it is indivisible. All that 
we can say is that the one Mind is God’s Mind. This brings us to the 
true estimate of man, and when we speak of spiritual man, Christ 
or the Son of God, we refer to this original expression of Divine 
Mind. Creative thought uses the will to build up individual con- 
sciousness. The Lord God, Jehovah or Genesis is the original, ‘I 
will be what I will to be.’’ In addition to the above, apply the usual 
treatment as given in paragraphs three, four, five and six of the 
instruction of Divine Law.

ST. MATTHEW—WILL We 
CAUSES REMOVED By St. MATTHEW 


All lameness of the joints, rebuilding of cartilage, and harden- 
ing of the bone are taken care of by St. Matthew. He removes pain in 
case of broken bones, and strengthens all fractured parts. He is also 
of considerable help in removing paralytic conditions. In the healing 
of the above mentioned fractures, they are caused to knit or become 
solid in a very short time. It is generally believed that nine days 
are required for a broken bone to properly unite or knit. Lime being 
the mineral of which bone is formed, it is very essential in the re- 
building of cracked or brokem bones. 


Many cases of deformed legs, arms and spines are caused by a 
lack of sulphur in the bone. Bow-legged children should receive 
sufficient lime or will through St. Matthew’s treatment. Then our 
Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ, will supply the sulphur, which will 
straighten the bone and cause it to become firm. Deformities of any 
of the bones in the body may be corrected in this way, and children 
- suffering from crooked spines can be relieved by the Master, St. 
Matthew and St. Andrew. 


St. Matthew strengthens the Will, giving a great deal of phys- 
ical power to the body and strengthening man’s spirituality. In try- 
ing to control your emotions, you will find St. Matthew’s treatment 
very essential. When the will becomes weakened, it affects body, 
brain and consciousness. This leads to physical and spiritual disaster 
in many ways. The bone is composed of two or more minerals, lime 
and sulphur being the two which predominate. Sulphur is a material 
which hardens the bone and gives it the smoothness or glossy ap- 
pearance. It is necessary for each part of the body to have a sufficient 
quantity of mineral to produce will, so that each part may function 
in the proper manner. The lack of will has caused the loss of many 
jobs and good positions. Many people have been led far from our 
Master the Lord Jesus Christ into damnation of various kinds, from 
physical ruin to financial disaster, and even to the electric chair. |

Matthew in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ to pass the Divine 
Current of Will through the body, brain and consciousness of (name 
of person). As this current of Will (lime) passes through the body, 
you will notice the temperature or heat ratio of the whole body 
increase as lime in its natural stage, coming in contact with water or 
moisture, becomes furious. All stiff joints and cartilage should be 
called to the attention of St. Matthew, as the cartilage becomes so 
compact at times, it is almost impossible for St. John to pass the 
Divine Current of Love through the veins or arteries without the 
assistance of St. Matthew. But as St. Matthew supplies sufficient lime 
to the impinged or tight joint, the lime with the disposition to swell 
will loosen the joint or packed condition of the cartilage. It will act 
in a place of this kind, just as lime coming in contact with water in 
a mechanical sense, using the term of slacking lime. Baptize these 
different parts which are affected in the name of the Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost, and again ask St. Matthew in the name of the Lord 
Jesus Christ to continue passing the Divine Current of Will through 
these different parts. We close our treatment by thanking our Heav- 
enly Father and the apostle with whom we are working.

St. MATTHEW 
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CHAPTER XI. 
St. BARTHOLOMEW 
DIVINE KNOWLEDGE 


The center of Divine Knowledge ‘is rebuilt by calcium (lime) 
and phosphate (a salt of phosphoric acid). St. Bartholomew has 
control of these minerals. The location is on'the bridge of the nose, 
directly between the eyes. This is the point of expression of tissue 
that extends back into the brain and connects with the Imagining 
center (optical nerve). Through the functioning of the optical nerve, 
you can project any imaginable thing or any real thing; to visualize 
is tO see. 

If imagination builds in the sub-conscious part of the brain a 
picture of jealousy, you will develop yellowish brown spots on differ- 
ent parts of the body. When a view is visualized in goodness, and 
projected to all parts of the body, you become in perfect harmony 
with our Master the Lord Jesus Christ. 

St. Bartholomew is directly connected with the spirit and soul. 
He has a great power in the sub-conscious part of man’s brain. Jesus 
saw Bartholomew a long ways before he could be seen by the naked 
eye. Christ was using the center of visualization, or as expressed in 
the Scripture: “‘the all-seeing eye.” This is the vision that is used 
by the prophets. 

Do not imagine anything but good, love or beauty. If you 
imagine evil or crime, it will soon be brought into manifestation 
according to the Divine Law. Genesis, Chapter 1, Verse 3. And God 
said: ‘‘Be light made.” And light was made by the power of his law 
of manifestation (seeing). Genesis, Chapter 6, Verse 5: ‘““And God 
seeing tha wickedness of man was great on the earth, and that all 
the thought of their heart was bent upon evil at all times.”’ In other 
words, those men were living in the flesh. Genesis, Chapter 6, Verse 
17: ‘Behold, I will bring the waters of a great flood upon the earth, 
to destroy all flesh, wherein’ is the birth of life, under heaven. All 
things that are in the earth shall be consumed.” God brought on this 
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great flood through imagination simply by visualizing the earth cov- 
ered with water, and through the power of his Divine Law brought 
forth these conditions. 


In the same way, the Instructor of Divine Law visualizes the 
organs of the body, and by applying the law, removes all detrimental 
objects and causes. After the destruction of the flood through the 
law of manifestation, God established a more powerful race of people 
on this earth, Isaah, Chapter 26, Verse 3: ‘““The old era is spirit.” 
All dreams or visions as well as all imaginations, originate through 
this center. 


A man imagines he has some evil condition in his body or 
brain, and through the imagining center he builds it up until it be- 
comes manifested. Or, visa versa, he can use the same power to bring 
into manifestation a good or sound part of the brain or body. He 
can manifest from a toothache to a cancer. With the same power, the 
same things may be relieved, if the right law is used. 


The higher work of imagination is transforming the character 

and work to the spiritual mind, which is God’s mind. This function 
has control of the brain. The mental forces will at once bring the 
body, brain and ‘conscience into perfection. Paul saw the wonderful 
law at work in the character of form, and through the imagination 
of Christ all unveiled faces are revealed. As in a mirror, the glory 
of the Lord is transformed in the same image from glory to glory, 
even as the Lord, from the Lord to spirit. If a man vibrates in the 
flesh or material vibration, you will imagine trouble, sickness, sor- 
row and pain—so-called bad luck. Fear and death are all caused by 
the low vibration of consciousness, building wrong imagination in 
the center of this part of the brain. By using St. Bartholomew and 
St. Peter in connection with the center of Divine Knowledge, many 
people have rebuilt their sight to a normal state and have relieved © 
themselves from the use of optical glasses. In addition to the above, 
apply the usual treatment as given in paragraphs three, four, five and 
six of the instruction of Divine Law. 
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CAUSES REMOVED By ST. BARTHOLOMEW 


St. Bartholomew takes care of all eye strain, soreness and in- 
flammation, and relieves the tension by equalizing or focusing the 
eyes. He furnishes the mineral which establishes Divine Knowledge 
in the body, brain and consciousness, placing our body in a position 
to harmonize with the brain. This builds or increases our sense of 
knowledge, causing the brain to become more acceptable to the real 
understanding of many problems. 


If St. Bartholomew’s treatment is received correctly, it will re- 
store eye sight and power of vision to such an extent that optical 
glasses are of no value. This is not referring to any particular person 
or age. It is immaterial whether a person is near or far sighted, or 
effected with stigmatism or cataract—St. Bartholomew’s treatment 
is sure to correct ailments of the eyes and rebuild them to a perfect 
condition. The same Apostle and the same center control the knowl- 
edge and the sight of man. All eye troubles are regulated by St. 
Bartholomew and the light is established in the consciousness of man 
by St. Peter. This gives light to the eye on the light of seeing. 


Knowledge is very important to all parts of the body, chiefly 
in the regulation of the eyes, stomach and bowels. It is also directly 
connected with the soul.

“God Heavenly Father I thank Thee in 
the name of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


(Name of Person) any person receiving treatment is called by 
name when you are baptizing and treating them. I now place my 
tight hand upon the bridge of the nose as designated by the cross 
and ask St. Bartholomew in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ to 
pass the Divine Current of Knowledge through the body, brain and 
consciousness of (name of person). Baptize the affected parts in the 
name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost and again ask St. Bar- 
tholomew in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ to continue the 
Divine Current of Knowledge through the various parts until relief 
is obtained. 


When the current of Baptism passes from the bridge of the | 
nose (known as the center of Divine Knowledge) to the soul, you 
will immediately and distinctly hear noises within the body, as water 
running or gas passing. Then again baptize the soul in the name of 
the Father, Son and Holy Ghost. When you no longer can hear this 
flowing noise, you know that the soul has been cleansed and connec- 
tion made of the body, soul and spirit. One of the Master’s command- 
ments to his Disciples is: “Go forth and raise the dead.” The under- 
standing may be obtained from the 8th chapter of Romans. We close 
our treatment by thanking our Heavenly Father and the apostle with 
whom we are working. 
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CHAPTER XII. 
ST. SIMON 
ZEAL OF THE BRAIN 


St. Simon controls the mineral Cal-Phosphate and the color is a 
light blue. The center from which we work is the back of the head, 
or the zeal of the brain. All thought or intuition is received through 
this function. St. Simon controls the inner hearing, listening to the 
voice of God or the Spirit. We must realize the valuation of sense 
vibration. Every sound, act or movement is first transmitted to the 
brain, then to the inner ear drum which is the instrument that trans- 
forms the vibration of sound into a noise or spoken word. St. Simon 
rebuilds tissue that has been destroyed by worry, removes soreness 
of the ears and restores hearing. He removes Jameness from the 
small of the back, and gives relief to female troubles and disorder. 
This is one of the most needed minerals in the human body, owing 
to the fact that a person’s first power is hearing and the second: is 
feeling. 

If the hearing is bad, it immediately changes the rate of vibra- 
tion of feeling. Feeling becomes quicker and more distinct. All 
sounds are accepted by hearing, good or bad, passing from the inner 
ear drum to the brain, and from there distributed to every portion 
of the body through the nervous system. The inner hearing or ear 
drum is the receiving station. After the reception takes place, the 
thought is immediately transmitted to the brain, then flashed to 
every part of the body. If the thought is good, it tends to rebuild 
the body. A bad thought has much to do with tearing down the 
conditions and the tissue of the body, as good thought is able to 
build. For example, as in St. Mark, Chapter 1, Verse 16: “And 
passing by the sea of Galilee, he saw Simon and Andrew his brother, 
casting nets into the sea (for they were fishermen).” 

When the thinking faculty is obedient and does what it is told, 
it is always rewarded with a great multitude of fish—or new ideas. 
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You are then counted worthy to be a disciple of the Master. Thinking 
intelligently, and believing in birth and life everlasting, you are the 
spiritual Son of God and your place is at the right hand of the 
Father. This you receive through the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
It will separate you from the evil influence of life as in St. Matthew, . 
Chapter 4, Verse 8: ‘‘Again the devil took him up into a very high 
mountain, and shewed him all the kingdoms of the world, and the 
glory of them.’ Thus, giving you control of your thoughts, and 
removing evil from your hearing, gives you power to control your 
thoughts, making a new world of comfort and ideas for you to live 
in. In addition to the above, apply the usual treatment as given 
in paragraphs three, four, five and six of the instruction of Divine 
Law.

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CAUSES REMOVED By Sr. SIMON 


St. Simon takes care of hearing or all ear troubles. In case of 
scalds or burns, St. Simon, when used on his own center, will re- 
move the fire or effect so quickly that in some cases the skin will 
not even blister. He removes many kinds of goiter, as well as causes 
reflected on different parts such as the heart, liver, stomach, bowels, 
and breathing organs. His treatment will heal eczema, salt rheum, 
ringworm, and all diseases of the skin. He removes lameness from 
the lower part of the back, as well as pains in the lower limbs. His 
treatment is very necessary for female trouble, displacements, dis- 
charges, odors or pus following a flow. 

- Remember the skin of the body, face and neck should be bap- 
tized separately in the name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 
The skin should be given much consideration, as it is one of the 
organs of great importance. The largest amount of poison elimina- 
tion cast off by the various organs of the body is eliminated through 
the skin, which is known as a sweat gland. 

There are two natural channels of elimination; viz., the kidneys 
and the bowels. If the bowels are not working properly, the poison 
is forced from the bowels into the kidneys, then eliminated through 
the urine organs. If the kidneys are not in proper condition and the 
bowels are extremely loose, the elimination is forced through the 
intestines. The human body contains from two million to two mil- 
lion five hundred thousand sweat glands which they terminate. The 
outlet is through the pores which eliminate, or are supposed to 
eliminate, sixteen times as much poison as the stomach and bowels. 

If we neglect to keep our skin in proper condition and allow 
these pores to become blocked, the poisonous secretion is forced 
through the kidneys and bowels, causing chronic constipation, dropsy, 
and breaking out of the skin or face and body. It also has a tendency 
to weaken the red corpuscles, causing an acid condition of the blood, 
which frequently develops into rheumatism or contraction of the 
muscles throughout the body.

Now I place my right hand upon the head of the one who is afflicted. 
I baptize you in the name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost, and 
ask God to reconnect your body, soul and spirit that you may be 
raised from all sickness and pain. ‘‘God Heavenly Father I thank You 
in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ.” 


(Name of Person) any person receiving treatment is called by 
name when you are baptizing and treating them. I now place my 
right hand upon the Zeal of the Brain as designated by the cross 
and ask St. Simon in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ to pass the 
Divine Current of Zeal or Cal-phosphate through the body, brain 
and consciousness of (name of person.) Now I baptize the hearing 
or any part of the body in question in the name of the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost. 


Hearing is essential to every portion of the body. We hear 
sounds and we hear vibration without sound through the sense of 
feeling. If we were to break a toe or a finger, it may be done 
without the slightest noise but instantly the toe communicates with 
the brain saying, I am hurt, causing the one who has received the 
break or injury to express that hearing in word or cry. Therefore, 
it is necessary for even the smallest atom of the body to have a 
correct sense of hearing that they may sympathize and harmonize 
with the entire organism of the body. By this we see that St. Simon 
has more to do then just care of the hearing or the ears. He also 
temoves goiters of various kinds.

CHAPTER XIII. 
ST. JOHN 
DIVINE LOVE 


We find St. John in control of Kalinite Phosphate. The color is a 
bright pink. The mineral that produces physical love, causing har- 
mony and contentment among those with whom you are associated. 
This love is the material or domestic love. When Kalinite Phosphate 
is predominating in the system, a person may go to extremes among 
his own family or relatives. This mineral has much to do with the 
coloring of the blood and the strengthening of the red corpuscles, 
making the person very determined. It assists or comforts the ones 
whom they love, child or associates, as St. John expressed his great 
feeling for the Lord Jesus Christ when standing by the cross, while 
our Master was being crucified. This love creates physical passiori 
and desire, while Universal Love, which is controlled by our Master, 
is in no way connected with individuals or passion. Universal Love 
is termed as, “Love thy neighbor as thyself.’ 


St. John is a wonderful help in many different ways, being an 
ordained Apostle of our Master the Lord Jesus Christ, and also an 
Evangelist. In his writings he brings things to a more clear under- 
standing and explains many things that are not explained by any of 
the other Apostles. St. John is used in connection with the blood. 
for many ages, and by many different nationalities. 

There is an old belief that the flow of blood from a wound or 
cut may be stopped by the reading of the Gospel of St. John. This 
belief is correct. The reading of the Book of St. John brings the | 
person in contact with the living Spirit, as we read in St. John, 
Chapter 1, Verses 16 and 17. 

We find people of various countries who are able to do many 
remarkable things in a single sense. For years people have looked 
upon healing as a special gift to some individual. This is not true. 
Every person born a Christian has the power to heal. In St. Matthew, 
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Chapter 9, Verse 6, we read: “Know ye that man on earth have 
power to forgive sins.’ An honest study and sincere practice of the 
laws given in this book will prove each statement to be correct. 
_ This work is published for the benefit of humanity as a whole. In 
addition to the above, apply the usual treatments as given in para- 
graphs three, four, five and six of the instruction of Divine Law.

ST. JOHN—DIVINE LOVE a0 
CAUSES REMOVED By ST. JOHN 


After the blood has been cleansed by baptism, the organism 
should be treated center by center until the whole body has been 
seached through the different nerve centers. St. John’s treatment is 
very necessary to the flesh or the meat of the body. Asthmatic con- 
ditions, paralyzed parts or stiffness of joints must receive new and 
proper circulation before they return to a natural state. St. John 
removes gastric troubles, rheumatism, colic, cramps, spasms, bilious- 
ness, hemorrhages, chronic ailments, and mental weakness. He also 
eliminates blood flowing or bleeding, heart trouble, poor circulation, 
running sores, ulcers, blackheads, flesh worms, fevers of all kinds 
and female weakness. 

St. John has much to do with breathing. Many teachers of 
physical science advocate deep breathing and undertake to show the 
gteat benefit the human body receives by this method. As a matter 
of fact, however, the deep breathing exercise merely heats the iron 
in the blood to such an extent that temporary relief is recognized. 
A study on the one using the treatment can readily see the great 
power that St. John possesses through controlling the blood of the 
individual. 

Do not forget to baptize the red corpuscles and treat them as if 
they were a group of people. The red corpuscle inhabits the arteries 
and all parts of the circulation in which red blood flows. The red 
corpuscle is an oval-shaped piece of material which floats in the 
blood. The multiplication of those corpuscles is due to their own 
strength in vitality which they receive from different secretions of 
the body. They continuously grow until they become of a normal 
and uniform size. Then they divide, or break so that one part im- 
pregnates the other, giving new life to the parts. 

The red corpuscle apparently expresses both feminine and 
masculine disposition. After the separation, each part impregnates 
the other, and both parts then go their way until they are fully 
developed. At that time they again go through the same routine of 
division.

Current of Love through the body, brain and consciousness of (name 
of person). Now I baptize the heart, blood, red corpuscles, (St. 
John has control of the red blood and circulation) in the name of 
the Father, Son and Holy Ghost. The red corpuscle occupies the 
arteries and veins and they give the color to the blood. The lungs 
and bronchial tubes come directly under the supervision of St. John, 
since considerable purification of the blood takes place in the lungs. 
By inhaling oxygen, contact is established with the molecules (or 
little specks of iron) in the blood. Through contact with this oxygen, 
heat is restored to the iron. Then the iron carrying the heat to all 
different parts of the circulatory system (or respiratory system), has 
a tendency to increase the power of the blood. We close our treat- 
ment by thanking our Heavenly Father and the apostle with whom 
we are working. 


CHAPTER XIV. 
ST. JAMES, SON OF ZEBEDEE 
JUDGMENT 


Read St. Matthew, Chapter 10, Verses 1, 2, and 3: 


1. And having called his twelve disciples together, he gave 
them power over unclean spirits, to cast them out, and 
to heal all manner of diseases, and all manner of in- 
firmities. 


2. And the names of the twelve apostles are these: The 
first, Simon who is called Peter, and Andrew his 
brother. 


3. James the son of Zebedee, and John his brother, Phil- 

lip and Bartholomew, Thomas and Matthew the publi- 
can, and James the son of Alpheus and Thaddeus. 

St. James, son of Zebedee, was fourth in power, therefore he 
controls the solar plexus, which is the seat of both material and 
spiritual judgment. This great network of nerves links many parts 
of the body together, and the center is exposed to vibrations of both 
the highest spiritual and the lowest physical sense. This center is 
of great importance and should be carefully guarded by baptism, 
which will cleanse it from all evil vibrations and obsessions. 


We are just as susceptible to unclean and evil spirits today, in 
fact even more so, than, we were during the ministry of the Master 
the Lord Jesus Christ. This center is composed of many different 
minerals. St. James is the authorized dealer of Potassium Perman- 
ganate, which is a bright purple in color and rebuilds the solar 
plexus. The lack of this mineral causes a deficiency throughout the 
organism, and causes weakness in many forms. It brings gastritis, 
different forms of heart trouble, palpitation of the heart, chronic 
headaches and considerable trouble to the eyes. 


Please do not lose sight of the fact that the Lord Jesus Christ, 
St. Paul and the twelve apostles, each have a direct connection with 
every atom of the entire system. A certain amount of each mineral is 
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also necessary to each and every portion of the body in order thar it 
may function properly. Symptoms, ailments and dis-eases are of no 
value whatsoever. They are merely an expression or term as they are 
known in the material sense.

ST. JAMES, SON OF ZEBEDEE—JUDGMENT 81 
Causes REMOvED By ST. JAMES THE SON OF ZEBEDEE 


The solar plexus is a very complicated center as shown in the 
anatomy of St. James son of Zebedee. It has connection with the 
most important organs of the body. A great deal of trouble is pre- 
vailed on the heart by gas originating in the stomach, enlarging 
the stomach to such an extent that it causes the heart to move out 
of its proper position. Frequently this is termed leakage of the 
heart or palpitation. The heart being forced upward in an unnatural 
position, it is unable to receive the amount of blood it receives 
while in its normal position. This causes quivering or jerking of 
the muscles of the heart. While it quickens the action, the natural 
stroke or volume of blood passing through the heart is of a smaller 
quantity, This causes the heart to work much faster. 


At times you may hear a gurgling sound within the heart that 
sounds as if there were a leak in the valves of the heart. By close 
inspection, however, you will find this sound is caused by the blood 
rushing back into the vein or artery after the valves have closed on 
an insufficient quantity of blood, causing the heart to make many 
more strokes in order to deliver the same amount of blood to the 
body. 

As soon as St. James the son of Zebedee completes his treat- 
ment of the solar plexus, and the gas condition has been removed 
from the stomach and bowels, the heart will resume its natural 
position and the pulse will again beat regularly. St. James the Son 
of Zebedee will give results to the following so-called ailments: 
affections of the heart due to gastritis, neuralgia, varicose veins, 
erysipelas, spasmodic affections, cramps and swelling of the feet and 
ankles, circulation of the stomach and bowels, breathing, in fact all 
heart, lung and throat trouble.

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CHAPTER XV. 


ST. JAMES SON OF ALPHEUS 


DIVINE ORDER 


The divine order of the human body is very essential in busi- 
ness as well as in affairs. Therefore, St. James has been given 
control of the mineral, Kalinite Phosphate, which produces order 
in the body, brain and consciousness, and is of blue color with a 
reddish cast. St. James son of Alpheus controls the navel center, 
and from this center, sends the divine current to the entire body, 
causing each organ to resume properly its own position and func- 
tion. St. James also controls the divine order of the brain, establish- 
ing the consciousness of man. 


Whoever dedicates his or her life to the supreme good, and 
develops right thinking, right doing, and pure speaking, fulfilleth 
the law and may have all the power of Jesus. God is no respecter of 
persons, but is terribly exact in the law. So we say, death cannot be 
explained without having an accurate idea of life, and knowledge of 
the law. We find every time we seek to know the origin of an effect, 
we must go back to the beginning. Otherwise, we cannot get a 
complete explanation which is God’s self. 


St. James the son of Alpheus has been ordained in control of 
divine order which regulates all physical and spiritual needs. Yet 
thousands who are seeking health, which means more life, have 
no special desire to become acquainted with God. Many think that 
health and fullness of life may be had without Him. And when they 
ask an instructor of Divine Law for health, they often stipulate they 
shall not be given any religious doctrines with the treatment. We 
assure you that the Williams School of Divine Law is teaching pure 
Christianity, since it is non-sectarian, and we leave each individual 
the privilege of accepting his own religion. 

The word religion is omitted from this work, due to the fact 
that we have so many religions that are not in any way connected 
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with Christianity. Death comes into our world through the ignorant 
use of life, and death can only be put out by a wise use of Divine 
Law. Death is the result of a wrong conception of life and its use. 
In the beginning, man had no conception of death. But his desire 
to experiment predominated. Sensation was sweet and enticing. It 
absorbed so much of his attention that he forgot the wisdom he had 
received from the Lord. The result is, an utter lack of association 
with the Master. 


In raising the dead, there are two factors with which to deal. 
The idea of the reality of death and the fear of death have both 
become destructive beliefs in the consciousness of the individual. 
Both must be taken up and dissolved. Paul clarifies this in First 
Corinthians, Chapter 15, Verse 40 and 44: 

40. And there are bodies celestial, and bodies terrestrial: 


but, one is the glory of the celestial, and another of 
the terrestrial. 


44, It is sown a natural body, it shall rise a spiritual body. 
If there be a natural body, there is also a spiritual body, 
as it 1s written. 


Read all of First Corinthians, see 15s 


Death and sleep closely resemble each other. The life action 1s 
never wholly withdrawn from all parts of the form. There is, how- 
ever, so much intermission of vitality that disillusion of the brain 
and body takes place in the experience named death. But, Jesus 
pronounced death to be sleep and said that the sleeper could be 
awakened when the vitality was restored in divine order, and when 
he had thus spoken he cried in a loud voice, “Lazarus come forth.” 
Jesus said: ‘‘Lazarus is sleeping and I go that I may awake him out 
of sleep.” But His disciples did not discern His meaning and took 
for granted that Lazarus had merely fallen into a trance or pro- 
longed sleep. In addition to the above, apply the usual treatment 
as given in paragraphs three, four, five, and six of the instruction 
of Divine Law. 


ST. JAMES, SON OF ALPHEUS—DIVINE ORDER 87 
CAUSES REMOVED By ST. JAMES SON OF ALPHEUS 


St. James son of Alpheus is very essential in practically every 
treament. In all manners of ailments we find entanglements of the 
nerves, veins, and congestions in different forms. The upper or 
lower part of the liver may be congested to such an extent, it will 
stop the proper flow of secretion into the gall bladder. Then we 
also find St. James son of Alpheus very essential in placing the 
liver in Divine Order, loosening the muscles and congestion that 
the acids or secretions may pass on through their natural channels. 
No matter what the entanglement of the bowels may be, St. James 
son of Alpheus will cause them to turn to their natural position. 


This apostle is very essential in chronic constipation, kidney 
and bladder trouble and congestion of the brain. He will place the 
affected parts into a divine orderly condition, thus allowing the 
other apostles to rebuild or strengthen, and cause a natural reception 
of God’s perfect. mind. 

Do not forget that some part of the body must be out of order 
before we discover sickness or pain. If the infirmity (or pain) is slow 
in moving repeat the baptism three or four times if necessary. We 
find by repeating the baptism the current of Divine Order increases 
and becomes hotter. Then we call upon St. James son of Alpheus 
and as soon as he has placed the part in order we are then ready for 
the other apostles to begin their treatment. St. James removes the 
disorder of the following dis-eases, serious nerve troubles, stomach 
trouble, ears, throat, bronchial tubes and lung trouble, hip-joint dis- 
ease, swelling of the limbs, varicose veins, impurities of the blood, 
brain trouble and trouble of the thinking faculties.

Now I baptize the navel center 
in the name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost (which is the center 
of Divine Order). 


Then continue by baptizing the different parts of the body 
which are affected. This shows that the oftener you repeat the invoca- 
tion of baptism, the closer you draw the apostle to you. I may say 
that the laying on of the hand is the direct teaching of the Master, 
and this bringing part of another law into effect. When we baptize, 
we use Father, Son and Holy Ghost—three separate names but all 
three in one individual. 


Here is the principle, St. James son of Alpheus. The one who 
is receiving treatment and the instructor, comprise the other two 
parties. By giving the number three, as found in our baptism of 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost, we use the three names. It becomes 
more forcible than one treating the infirmities of his own body.

St. ANDREW APOSTLE OF STRENGTH 


Read Ephesians, Chapter 6, Verses 13 to 17: 


13. Therefore take unto you the armour of God, that you 
may be able to resist in the evil day, and to stand in 
all things perfect. 


14. Stand therefore, having your loins girt about with truth, 
and having on the breastplate of justice. 


15. And your feet shod with the preparation of the gospel 
of peace:

Read all of Ephesians, Chapter 6. 


St. Andrew represents strength, both spiritual and physical. 
The first Apostle named by Christ was St. Peter, Apostle of Faith. 
St. Peter and St. Andrew, Apostle of Strength, are brothers. ‘‘Christ 
passing by the sea of Galilee saw Peter and Andrew his brother 
casting nets into the sea (for they were fishermen). And Jesus said 
to them: ‘Come after Me, and I will make you to become fishers 
of men. And immediately leaving their nets, they followed Him. 
And it came to pass on a certain day, as He sat teaching, that there 
were also Pharisees and Doctors of the law sitting by, that were 
come out of every town of Galilee, and Judea and Jerusalem; and the 
Power of the Lord was to heal them.” 

Andrew is one of the moving Apostles. He should be used in 
connection with each center. This applies particularly to people who 
are weak mentally or despondent, worrying or affected by worry 
or desire. Andrew is used from the super-conscious center in con- 
nection with the Lord Jesus Christ. The color of this Divine Cur- 
rent is Yellowish Brown, and the mineral is Iron. St. Andrew's 
original location is in the loins. He can be moved and used on each 
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one of the twelve centers. Any person that is sick needs strength 
in all parts of the body, brain and consciousness. If the back is weak 
use St. Andrew to strengthen it. Also for the stomach, heart, or 
any part of the body. In addition to the above, apply the usual 
treatment as given in paragraphs three, four, five and six of the 
instruction of Divine Law.

CAUSES REMOVED By ST. ANDREW 


In treating the human body, St. Andrew gives strength to the 
soul or spiritual part of man and strengthens the Will, Knowledge 
and Understanding. He also strengthens our sense of Morality, 
building a higher and more perfect disposition and character. The 
following symptoms or ailments are typical of those strengthened by 
Sc. Andrew: gout, dropsy, tumorous affections, disorder arising 
from impurities of the blood, infections and contagious dis-eases; 
dis-eases of the feet and ankles, such as bunions, callouses and warts; 
dis-eases of the heart; and gonorrhea which is caused by a weakened 
condition.

Repeat as in the instruction of Divine Law, ‘God Heavenly 
Father I thank Thee that Thou hearest me.” I ask. You in the name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. Secondly, repeat “The Lord’s Prayer.” Now 
I place my right hand upon the head of the one who is afflicted. I 
baptize you in the name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost, and ask 
God to reconnect your body, soul and spirit that you may be raised 
from all sickness and pain. “God Heavenly Father, I thank You in 
the name of the Lord Jesus Christ.” 


(Name of person) any person receiving treatment is called by 
name when you are baptizing and treating them. I now place my 
right hand upon the loins or the small of the back, (the patient 
should be laying face down when St. Andrew is used) and ask 
St. Andrew in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ to pass the Divine 
Current of Strength through the body, brain and consciousness of 
(name of person). (In the picture of the anatomy, the cross appears 
on the front view of the picture, but the actual location is the same 
distance above the back of the hips. The center of the hand is laid 
directly on the spine). 


Baptize the loins in the name of the Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost. We find the term loins, cover much territory. The stomach 
and bowels, kidney, bladder, creative organs and lower limbs—all 
receive strength at the same time from this center, as designated by 
the cross or termed as the loins. We close our treatment by thanking 
our Heavenly Father and the apostle with whom we are working. 


CHAPTER XVII. 
St. THADDEUS, APOSTLE OF DIVINE ELIMINATION 


St. Thaddeus was chosen by the Master because of his great 
ability of renunciation. He is given control of the mineral Silica. 
The color of the vibration is Ivory with a pinkish cast. The Silica 
being a form of elimination, and passing into the body through 
Divine Law, removes many of man’s congestions and evils. There- 
fore, St. Thaddeus is known as the Apostle of Elimination. But, he 
writes his Epistle under the original name of St. Jude, Chapter 1, 
Verses 16 and 17: 

16. These are murmurers, full of complaints, walking ac- 


cording to their own desires, and their mouth speaketh 
proud things, admiring persons for gain’s sake. 


17. But you, my dearly beloved, be mindful of the words 
which have been spoken before by the apostles of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

A more intimate acquaintance of Divine Law convinces us that 
in it, all things are possible if we only understand and if we at 
the same time conform our thoughts to its principle. The only way 
to build character is to eliminate from the body, brain and con- 
sciousness all dishonesty, hate, anger and physical weakness. This 
may be done with the assistance of St. Thaddeus. In Job, Chapter 
33, Verse 25 we read: “His flesh shall be fresher than a child’s: he 
shall return to the days of his youth.” 


St. Thaddeus has control of the sweat glands or pores of the 
body. They are one of the natural sources of elimination. About two 
million to two million five hundred thousand pores are found in. 
the body. These pores are the outlets from the channels of elimina- 
tion. Poisons and impurities are cast out through the pores in the 
form of perspiration (or sweat). The blockage of these little glands 
greatly affects the complexion of the face. It causes poisoning of the 
blood, as well as weakening the stomach, bowels and urine organs. 
This causes an upset condition in the whole system. Our skin becomes 
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yellow and hard, and our flesh soft and flabby. Frequently it turns 
into a dropsical or anemic condition. In fact, the elimination system 
of the skin casts off sixteen times as much poison as the stomach and 
bowels. In addition to the above, apply the usual treatment as in 
paragraphs three, four, five and six of the instruction of Divine Law.

ST. THADDEUS, APOSTLE OF DIVINE ELIMINATION 99 
CAUSES REMOVED By ST. THADDEUS 


We find the lymphatic system, which carries the white blood 
material, the part of the circulation inhabited by the white cor- 
puscle, similar to the red corpuscle. Most of the congestions take 
place in the lymphatic system. Due to the color, it is necessary for 
the lymphatic system to receive its treatment from a white vibration. 
This portion of the body has more connection with the spiritual 
part of man than it has with the physical. 


In many cases, the white corpuscles are used very extensively 
in cuts or wounds, or excess bleeding. The first flow or few drops of 
blood are as thin as water. Gradually they become thicker until it 
becomes (common expression) a clot of blood. These little cor- 
puscles protect the blood by moving the lymph, which is like real 
fine silk thread. They pass this lymph from the lymphatic system 
through the duct to the veins and arteries, where the red corpuscle 
makes an attempt to stop the flow of blood and keep out infection 
by blocking or stopping the passage with the lymph. 

St. Thaddeus’ treatment is very essential for any kidney, bladder 
or prostate trouble as well as for poor complexion or eruptions of 
the skin. When the skin becomes dry and hard, and blackheads 
appear in the face, it is a warning that our elimination is not sufficient 
to carry away the dirt from our blood. This is accomplished by 
eliminating the poisons and dirt from the blood. The treatment 
eliminates boils, pimples, gastritis, swelling, high blood pressure and 
incontrollable temper. St. Thaddeus plays a very important part in 
the elimination of all evil passions and desires, depressions of the 
mind, or false imagination termed as delusion.

to pass the Divine Current of Elimination through the body, brain — 
and consciousness of (name of person). Baptize the affected parts 
in the name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost. Do not lose sight 
of the fact that elimination is very important in the way of eliminat- 
ing poisons from the blood, lymphatics or any part of the system. 
The body, brain and consciousness must be cleansed by baptism 
and then all infirmities, dirt or swelling, eruptions in the body 
should be eliminated by St. Thaddeus before asking the other 
apostle to pass the Divine Mineral into the body. 


It is very essential to have the body, brain and consciousness 
cleansed from all evil. We are taught that light attracts light and 
color attracts color. If we ask the apostle to pass this clean mineral 
into a dirty body, then it becomes a dirty mineral when the proper 
cleansing has not taken place in advance. The Divine Current of 
Mineral passing through the body of the individual, provided by 
God’s Natural Law, will restore the organism to a clean and natural 
state. We close our treatment by thanking our Heavenly Father and 
the apostle with whom we are working. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 
JupaAs APOSTLE OF LIFE 


Read St. Matthew, Chapter 26, Verses 22 and 24: 

22. And they being very much troubled, began every one 
to say: Is it I, Lord? 

24. The Son of man indeed goeth, as it is written of him: 
but woe to that man by whom the Son of man shall be

In St. Matthew, Chapter 27, Verse 4 we read: “And Judas 
saying: I have sinned in betraying innocent blood. But they said: 
What is that to us? Look thou to it.’” And in Acts, Chapter 1, Verse 
18, we read: “And he indeed hath possessed a field of the reward 
of iniquity, and being hanged, burst asunder in the midst: and all 
his bowels gushed out.” 

This shows the beginning of a crime wave through the loss of 
Spiritual consciousness and the sins of our forefathers as mentioned 
above. Judas betrayed our Master the Lord Jesus Christ. This be- 
trayal was deceit, causing the Master’s murder. The crime of com- 
mitting suicide by hanging himself, and the reaction brought to his 
body through the Divine Law, causing to break asunder in the midst 
and his bowels to gush out, show deceit, greed and selfishness to 
be the base of most crime. If we bring our children into this world, 
with such conditions prevailing, and allow them to come to maturity 
without cleansing their body, brain and consciousness, we are re- 
sponsible to God our Heavenly Father, for the reaction they suffer 
through neglect and disregard of His Divine Law. 


Judas is the ordained Apostle of the Life Current. Here is the 
cause of man’s unrest.

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CAUSES REMOVED By JUDAS 


Judas gives new life to the throat, eyes, nerves and lymphatic 
system. Judas also gives new life to the skin and flesh of the body, 
life to the memory, vision or any deficient part. He has to do prin- 
cipally with the generative organs, also with the sacrum and lower 
limbs. Judas gives life to all dead parts of the body, eyes, ears, and 
feet alike. By making the contact on the pelvis bone, the current may 
be passed through the lower part of the spine, thus putting different 
vertebra in place and releasing the nerves. By doing this the men- 
strual period may be regulated. If the flow is extremely heavy, it will 
be regulated from this center. In the event this contact does not re- 
lieve the flow, or in cases of scanty flow, use the Master in connection. 
Mote live current will produce results. 

Judas valuation has been questioned throughout the religious 
age, but we find that he still controls his part of the ministry, and 
that the Scripture was not fulfilled at the crucifixion of our Master 
the Lord Jesus Christ, but at the ordination of St. Paul. He should 
be used in cases of colic, diarrhea, eczema, uterine affections, con- 
stipation, and all irregularities of the digestive system.

We find in St. Mark, Chapter 9, Verse 49, it establishes the 
correct understanding of Salt or the Life: current. Judas produces 
for us the thing we have been seeking for ages, the reestablishment 
of youth as in Job, Chapter 33, Verse 25: “His flesh shall be fresher 
than a child’s: he shall return to the days of his youth.” His treat- 
ment will restore lost manhood and regulate the prostate gland. Also 
women of a frigid disposition may be brought to motherhood by 
the aid of this treatment. 


This brings to us the fourteen natural forces with which we 
rebuild the physical temple (body), also spiritual consciousness of 
man, through which we receive our direct communication with God 
through our Master the Lord Jesus Christ. We close our treatment 
by thanking our Heavenly Father and the apostle.

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CHAPTER XIX. 


EXPLANATION OF ORDER IN WHICH APOSTLES

We ask our Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ, to pass the Divine 
Current of Universal Love through the super-conscious center 
of (name of person). Baptize the body, brain and conscious- 
ness, also baptize the spine, and then ask the Master to send 
the Divine Current of Universal Love to all parts of the 
body and place the spine in its natural position. Finally, 
baptize the liver, gall bladder, stomach and bowels. 


Now call on St. James the son of Alpheus, asking him to 
place the entire body, brain and consciousness in Divine 
Order. Then move back to the top of the head or super- 
conscious center. Begin your next contact by asking St. Peter 
to pass the Divine Current of Faith through the nervous 
system of the body. 


Now baptize the solar plexus, asking St. James son of Zebedee 
to pass the Divine Current of Judgment through the organism 
of the whole body. Remember, the right hand is always used 
on the center receiving treatment, designated by the cross as 
on illustration of anatomy. 3 


Baptize the lungs, bronchial tubes, heart and circulation, also 
the blood and red corpuscles, asking St. John to occupy this 
center and pass the Divine Current of Love through the parts 
mentioned. If the ailment is located in a different part of the 
body, you may call St. John’s attention to it by merely bap- 
tizing that particular spot or part. When leaving this center, 
baptize the center of Divine Knowledge which is located 
on the bridge of the nose. Then baptize the eyes and the soul, 
asking St. Bartholomew to occupy this center and pass the 
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Divine Current of Knowledge through the eyes. In this way 
they equalize and send the current from the eyes to the soul, 
giving light to both the eyes and the flesh of the body. 


. Baptize the forehead, center of the Power of Mind, and ask 


St. Phillip to send the Divine Power of Mind or thinking 
through the body, brain and consciousness of (name of per- 
son). Baptize the stomach and bowels in the name of the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 


Baptize the center of Will which is located on the forehead 
or brain. Baptize the bone and cartilage of the body, asking 
St. Matthew to send the Divine Current of Will through the 
body, brain and consciousness. This will remove all sore- 
ness, stiff joints, twists or misplacements of bones, and give 


the patient divine control of his will. St. Matthew also gives 


heat to the blood or body. 


For coughs, colds, or throat trouble, we ask St. Simon to 
occupy the Zeal of the Brain which is located on the back 
of the head, and to pass the Divine Current of Zeal through 
that center removing all causes. When changing from one 
organ of the body to the other, always baptize the new loca- 
tion, calling the Saint’s attention to the new part. 


Place your hand back on the forehead using the usual form 
of baptism, baptizing the nose and teeth, as well as stomach 
and bowels. Then ask St. Thomas to pass the Divine Current 
of Understanding through this center and rebuild these parts. 


Now we call on St. Andrew and ask him to occupy the Loins, 
passing the Divine Current of Strength through every atom 
of the body, brain and consciousness, and asking him to 
rebuild your consciousness into Divine Strength. 


. Call on St. Thaddeus to eliminate congestions of the arteries, 


or any part of the stomach, bowels and intestines. If you are 
mentally distressed, ask St. Thaddeus to eliminate the cause

Do not forget your baptism or the placing of the right hand > 


on the center designated by the cross. 


Now all parts of the body should be in good working order 
and the circulation flowing freely. Ask Judas, in the name of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, to pass the Divine Current of Life to 
all parts of the body and to occupy the Pelvis Center, the 
bone which connects the hips in the front. The center is 
designated by the cross. 


Now we place our hand back to the top of the head or super- 
conscious center baptizing it again. We then ask St. Paul to 
pass the Divine Current of Quickness through the entire 
body, brain and consciousness of (name of person) or any 
part of the brain or body that appears to be slow in action. 
St. Paul will work in connection, and at the same time with 
any of the twelve apostles, giving action to the part or organ 
as the causes are being relieved by the other apostle. The 
current should be passed through each one of these centers 
for about ten minutes, due to the fact that the blood requires 
about three minutes from the time it leaves the heart to com- 
plete its flow through the body and back to the heart. Ten 
minutes will allow the blood to make three complete revolu- 
tions or journeys through the system, thus distributing the 
minerals evenly to each part. It is advisable to use the Master 
and any three of the apostles in completing a single treatment. 
This requires from about thirty to thirty-five minutes. Con. 
tinue the treatment the next day by using the Master and 
the next three apostles until the body is rebuilt. 


CHAPTER XX. 
THE SPINE 


A study of the spine, as given on the following pages, will give 
you an opportunity to check up on the treatments given by each 
apostle. If results are slow, the cause may be in a reflex or in a 
reaction of the muscle. The tightening of a muscle may draw a bone 
or vertebra of the spine out of place. This causes a tension on the 
Opposite nerve which may result in great pain to some organ. It 
may cause pain in the stomach and bowels, or in the shoulders, arms 
and back, extending down to the lower limbs, into the feet and toes. 


After the complete treatment has been finished by the Master 
and the Apostles, have the patient turn face downward. By running 
the hand lightly along the spine you may find a bone or vertebra 
which seems to be out of line or out of place. The different location 
_ of the misplaced bones will give you a direct understanding of the 
part of the body which is suffering. The different parts of the body, 
nerves and vertebra are explained on the pages that follow. A dia- 
gram is shown of the location of the vertebra, which is controlling 
the nerve or stopping the circulation by this bone being out of place. 


When our Master the Lord Jesus Christ finishes with his treat- 
ment, the spine should be perfectly straight, except for the natural 
curvature of the body. In case of long standing or chronic ailments, 
these bones have been misplaced for such lengh of time that the 
cartilage or cushion between the bones become flattened on one side 
or the other. Lack of circulation in the cartilage has a tendency to 
make the cartilage become hard. In some cases the treatments are 
repeated daily until sufficient circulation passing through the carti- 
lage causes it to become soft and in a natural condition to hold 
the bone or vertebra in place. By merely holding your finger on the 
bone that is in question, you can feel it gradually move back into 
place. Sometimes the bones move into place so quickly, a sound or 
a snapping noise may be heard as they drop into perfect position.

CHAPTER XXI. 
KEY OF KNOWLEDGE 


Read St. Luke, Chapter 11, Verse 52: “Woe to you lawyers, 
for you have taken away the key to knowledge: you yourselves have 
not entered in, and those that were entering in, you have hindered.” 


The above verse has caused a great misunderstanding. There 
have been great arguments and many disputes about the meaning 
of the key of knowledge. Our Master, the Lord Jesus Christ, was 
the one who possessed the key of knowledge and unlocked the 
door of heaven, which concealed the correct understanding of 
Divine Law. 


At the crucifixion of our Master, they nailed the key of knowl- 
edge to the cross. Our Master was not only the word which was 
made flesh and dwelt among us, but was also our key of Divine 
Knowledge and Understanding. While He remained here upon 
earth in the physical body, He unlocked the channels of knowledge 
of our physical life or the life in the flesh. He gave us understand- 
ing of all things we must do in order to live a Christian life. 


The people failed in their undertaking when they crucified our 
Master, through their ignorance of God’s wonderful organization. 
They believed the crucifixion and death of our Master would stop 
His great teaching. Little did they know that within the short dura- 
tion of three days, by using God’s great law of transfiguration, He 
would again be able to appear to His friends and. disciples, as well 
as to the multitude at Jerusalem. Little did they think that He would 
agai walk upon the earth in His heavenly body. And little did 
they know the great power of this Man. The Master was able to. 
communicate with His disciples through the use of another one of 
God’s great laws, viz., the Law of Materialization. Neither did they 
know that He had the power to instruct His disciples by the Law of 
Intuition, so called, because He instructed them without word or 
sound, 
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In the crucifixion picture we find evidence of the silent com- 
munication between God and man. The Roman soldier standing at 
the cross, defiantly said to the Master, “If you are the Christ, Son 
of the living God, come down from the cross.” Even the great 
Roman soldier felt the inward fear. He was so much in doubt, thar 
he invited the Master to come down from the cross. On the follow- 
ing Sunday morning however, he, as many others in that great 
nation, had discovered his lack in knowledge and understanding. 
For the Master had come down from the cross before his physical 
body had been removed and laid in the tomb. 


We are not going to lose sight of the important fact that Christ 
came down from the cross and, going into the tomb again, raised 
His physical body and for a short period of time travelled about the 
earth. Proof is found in the fact that He went to the eleven in the 
upper chamber, showed them the body in which He was crucified, 
and said to the doubting Thomas, ‘Here I'am Thomas, put your 
fingers in the wounds of my hands and also in the wounds of my 
side.’ Thomas recognized Him in the physical body, fell down upon 
His knees crying out, ‘““My Lord, My God, it is surely Thee.” We, 
the members of the Williams School of Divine Law, know without a 
doubt that these things are true, as we have had many convincing 
experiences. Like Thomas, we are no longer in a state of doubt. 


After the Master had laid His material body securely at rest and 
transferred it to the heavenly body that Paul speaks of in the fif- 
teenth chapter of first Corinthians, He ascended into heaven. Later 
He returned to earth where, through the Law of Materialization, 
He showed himself to many people, and began a new life and new 
teaching for the Christian world. During the time He lived in the 
flesh, He taught laws concerning the flesh. After His ascension and 
commencement of His spiritual life, He taught and demonstrated 
the things of the spiritual life with which each and every man must 
come in contact, sooner or later. 


The 8th chapter of Romans gives a very correct understanding

of the division between the two lives. We find each thing true 
which was demonstrated by the Master. God our Heavenly Father 
had provided a law separate and distinct from each other. It is just 
as essential for us to know the Divine Law of the Spirit as it is for 
us to know the direction in travelling from one city to another. If 
we enter a city not knowing the name, and not knowing the differ- 
ent enterprises which are carried on in that city, we are at a loss to 
locate the thing which we seek or desire. And if we blindly pass 
from the material life into spiritual life, we will find ourselves in 
the same state of wonder and confusion, only to. a greater degree. 


Three verses in St. Matthew, Chapter 18 give us a great un- 
derstanding of the Master’s teaching, and show the possibilities of 
great work which a person in the material life may bring into effect 
in the spiritual life and in Heaven. 


In the 18th verse of the chapter we read: ““Amen I say to you, 
whatsoever you shall bind upon earth, shall be bound also in 
heaven; and whatsoever you shall loose upon earth, shall be loosed 
” This verse expresses a law which is of great im- 
portance. We may bind on earth or in heaven the things we desire, 
in order that it may remain together. By applying the Word to this 
verse, it is possible to hold together many persons or things. If 
this verse was understood and properly used, we would need no 
such thing as a divorce court. It would save many dissolutions in 
business institutions. It would also bind many families, giving 
much happiness to all concerned and preventing them from being 
scattered to the four winds. 

In the 19th verse we read: ‘Again I say to you, that if two of 
you shall consent upon earth concerning any thing whatsoever they 
shall ask, it shall be done to them by my Father who is in heaven.” 
This verse provides the way for people who wish to agree to receive 
many things concerning life. So many people go through life long- 
ing, wishing and hoping for things they desire, never bringing them 
into reality, causing a restless uneasy existence. Such condition 
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might be overcome by a study of this one verse of Scripture. By 
using the Law as given in the instruction page of this book in con- 
nection with this verse, it will, in a reasonable length of time, bring 
our desires into reality through God’s Divine Law. 


In the 20th verse we read: “For where there are two or three 
gathered together in my name, there am I in the midst of them.” 
Remember it requires some little work on the part of the individual 
to raise your vibration high enough to get the full valuation of the 
Law and gain your spiritual sight and understanding. When you 
reach this point, you will readily see the correctness of this verse. 
And the Master will appear to you as He has to many others. 


CHAPTER XXII. 
Our MINISTER 


The picture on the following page is the beginning of Christ's 
Ministry. We find our Master in the River Jordan receiving bap- 
tism through a voice crying in the wilderness. St. John was sent 
by God as a witness of the great teaching to be given to us by our 
Master, the Lord Jesus Christ. In many instances, we still find that 
voice crying in the wilderness—crying to awaken the people to the 
true light and understanding of Divine Law, which makes all 
things possible to us. The voice may be heard crying out but, we 
do not heed that cry until all other methods and friends have for- 
saken us. As a last resort, we hear the voice and turn to our 
Heavenly Father. 


The great loving and forgiving God will supply our needs, 
giving us health, strength and financial prosperity. He furnishes a 
way for us to overcome our difficulties or so-called bad luck which 
we bring upon ourselves through the neglect of our Christian 
duties. The first of our ministers, St. John the Baptist, came forth 
as the witness of the light, working among all kinds of disadvan- 
tages, and bringing to the people on this earth, knowledge and 
proof of a spiritual life and a life everlasting. For his earthly re- 
ward he received death of the flesh. The price he paid for his 
heavenly home and eternal life of glory was the loss of his material 
head. Read St. Matthew, Chapter 14, Verses 10 to 14: 


10. And he sent, and beheaded John in the prison. 


11. And his head was brought in a dish: and it was given 
to the damsel, and she brought it to her mother. 

12. And his disciples came and took the body, and buried 
it, and came and told Jesus. 

13. Which when Jesus had heard, he retired from thence 
by a boat, into a desert place apart, and the multitudes 
having heard of it, followed him on foot out of the 
cities.

14. And he, coming forth saw a great multitude, and had 
compassion on them, and healed their sick. 


As I travel along the highway from town to town, I see sign 
boards, that read: “‘Stop—This is your Last Chance.” Such a sign 
is often displayed at gasoline stations or places of refreshments. 
Every time I see one of these signs, I wonder whether or not it will 
be necessary for a similar sign to be placed before us when we pass 
from the material into the spiritual existence—a sign that would 
point out that it is our last chance upon God’s great highway. Have 
we taken the wrong road and passed so far into the deep forest of 
crime and disobedience that it is impossible for us to hear that 
voice? Will our eyes become so dark that it is impossible for us 
to see or read that great sign? 

We all well know what reward Jesus received from the ones 
who were spiritually blind and so deaf, they could not hear the 
voice. So we have come down through the ages with each disciple 
of our Master. They have been put to death in all manners, from 
the beheading of St. John the Baptist to the crucifying of our Mas- 
_ ter, the Lord Jesus Christ. Some have been burned at the stake for 
the teaching of God’s Divine Law. Each clergyman, no matter what 
denomination he may belong to, has a similar battle to fight against 
evil power and that great lack of understanding among present day 
people. 

We have a more modern way of crucifying a clergyman today. 
We crucify him by penalizing or scandalizing him. The ambition of 
this age is to have the world regard us as good Christians simply 
because we donate money to some Christian denomination and build 
a beautiful church. Some man who is a Christian at heart and who 
gives his life to follow the teaching of our Master, the Lord Jesus 
Christ, is employed to teach and preach the will of God. He works 
his level best to bring about heavenly conditions for each and every 
one of us, so that we can live by and enjoy the happiness of this 
earth as in heaven. That is the extent of the cooperation or assist- 
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ance, with the exception of the few scattered mites that we add to 
the contribution. As long as we are prosperous and our financial 
conditions are in good shape, we are bound to have plenty of 
friends, some successful and some unsuccessful. When through the 
violation of God’s Law, however, we become unsuccessful in some 
strange unforeseen way, and lose our earthly treasures, then we 
again turn to the last chance, God and our Church. This, if we 
have understanding, is first above all things, God, Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost—then our Church, and finally our Apostles with all 
our cares and worries. Through the assistance of this dear Rever- 
end Man whom we have so neglected, he will again get us in con- 
nection with our Master, the Lord Jesus Christ. We find the words 
of the Master to be correct at all times. ‘‘O come unto me all ye who 
ate heavy laden, and I shall give you rest.’’ Now let us be real 
Christians and take that sign down from over the door and make 
our Christian duties the first chance. | 

We find in the study of God’s Law such remarkable knowl- 
edge. He has provided a law for every living thing by which we 
may bring into existence our desires of life. We find a law of supply 
and demand, a law of production and a law for everything that is 
required to operate this great universe and to build heaven upon 
earth in which man can exist. Let us give more time and attention 
to our Scripture in order that we may have the ministry fulfilled, 
not only in the preaching of the Gospel, but also in bringing forth 
the remaining five parts of the Gospel. 

God is set into the Church, men being required to bring forth 
the different parts of this great ministry. No one clergyman can 
possibly perform the duty of the six different parts, the preaching 
of the gospel and the arrangement of the affairs coming under the 
jurisdiction of your apostle, minister or Priest alike. Then the elders 
of the Church, as stated in Scripture, should bring forth the lacking 
five parts. We deal with healing or the rebuilding of the temple in 
this particular publication. The Acts, Chapter 2, and First Corin- 
thians, Chapter 12 clarify the duties of the church elders. 


CHAPTER XXIII. 
THE PROOF OF LIFE EVERLASTING 


‘‘Where two or more are gathered together in my name I shall 
be there.” These are the words of our Master, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
giving positive proof of life everlasting. The illustration on the 
following page gives us a faint idea of the value of family prayer. 
_ All assemblies should be called together in the name of our Master, 
the Lord Jesus Christ. And when we can feel his presence, we 
know that we are protected against all evil. 


We have been so blinded by confusion that we seldom reach a 
vibration high enough to see our Master as he appears to us in His 
heavenly body. Parents, if they wish to be successful and enjoy the 
comforts of a Christian life, should establish both morning and eve- 
ning prayer, at a set hour, as:given in the Law of Prayer of this 
book. We should accept the teaching of the Master both in a spirit- 
ual and material way, and be as concerned about this law as we are 
in any cheap advertisement or announcement received by radio from 
the material walk of life. We will accept most any statement that 
we tead in advertisements, newspapers or magazines, but the state- 
ments made by our Master, the Lord Jesus Christ in the greatest 
book printed in the English language, viz., The Holy Scripture, do 
not concern us simply because we do not understand the value of 
Divine Law. 


Any person who is willing to abide by the law and follow the 
instructions as given in this article shall be convinced of the won- 
derful values they receive from our Master without cost. People 
who are interested in the welfare of their family will surely spend 
the little time required in making an investigation of the Master's 
work. This will bring health and strength to the entire family, also 
love and harmony to the home. Man must realize that he has a 
- power of manifestation which can bring him success or failure, just 
as he chooses. 
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Follow correctly the teaching of the Master and we will be 
successful. Through the law, He can bring to us any legitimate 
thing we desire, whether it be health, strength, money, or power. 
For example, we call our family together at a certain hour and re- 
peat the prayer that the Master taught his disciples and also the 
commandment which He gave them. “Live in my love, the love of 
man and glorify our Father who art in heaven and be my disciple.” 
After giving this a thirty day test, you will receive such surprising 
results that you will never care to neglect your Christian duty again. 


It is impossible for us to have a good world, country, city or 
town without Christian Citizens. We must have Christianity in the 
home, or we will become as blind Pharisees. And our country, 
town, city and home, as well as our own body, brain and conscious- 
ness, will become contaminated with evil, dirt and filth, as quoted 
in St. Matthew, Chapter 23, Verses 25 and 26: 

25. Woe to you scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites; because 
you make clean the outside of the cup and of the 


dish, but within you are full of rapine and unclean- 
ness. 


26. Thou blind Pharisee, first make clean the inside of 
the cup and of the dish, that the outside may become 
clean. 


It is true, we are neat in appearance and clean on the outside 
of our body. Men and women alike will revert to any material styles 
of cosmetics to improve their outward appearance, while the inside 
of the body and consciousness are filled with aches and pains. Our 
brains are filled with fear, worry and deceit, as the blind Pharisee’s 
cup. You are clean outside, but the aches and pains, loss of vitality 
and complexion show the lack of cleanliness on the inside of the 
body, as compared with the inside of the cup. By following very 
.closely the wording of the two verses given above, you will readily 
discover the allegore of this parable. 

Now we will deal with the Law that cleanses the inside of the 
body. The outside of the body becomes clean by the effect of Na- 
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tural Law. Many people go to extremes with dieting, eating of vari- 
ous foods, in order to accomplish this very thing, viz., the cleansing 
of the inside of the body as well as the outside. It renews the flesh 
until it becomes ias, ‘‘flesh of a child.’ Again we use the Law of 
Baptism in a different form. Baptism of the Law of Cleanliness, 
will cleanse food or liquids as well as the body, brain and con- 
sciousness. The following invocation should be used at the table 
before eating three times daily: “God Heavenly Father, we now 
place ourselves in Your care and guidance and ask You to keep us. 
from all harm and evil. Grant us health, strength and financial 
prosperity, and baptize the food in spiritual vibration that it may 
cleanse and digest and bring forth physical strength and spiritual 
understanding. We ask it in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Amen. God, Heavenly Father we thank You.” 

If this prayer is brought into daily use, it will protect us 
against various troubles. People who are bothered with gastritis, 
stomach and bowel trouble, nervousness after eating, or weak spells, 
shortness of breath, constipation, vomiting or nauseated feelings, 
will find great relief through this practice and within a reasonable 
length of time find all these conditions to have passed away. For we 
are now using the Law which cleanses the inside of the cup (or 
body). 

Eating different foods with the idea of changing our physical 
condition and restoring the health or youthful appearance in many 
cases, has set up a new condition in many bodies and brains 
throughout the United States, People have become discouraged with 
dietetics in many cases. Others have gone to the extreme of abstain- 
ing from foods which have furnished nutriments and strength to 
their body. They not only have weakened their blood, but they have 
also weakened their will to such an extent that they find their body, 
brain and consciousness in a very nervous and irritable state. This 
causes great discontentment leading to disasters of many kinds— 
destruction of many homes, and the loss of self-respect and Chris- 
tian duties. 
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We find nearly all our food in need of cleansing. In fact, every 
mouthful of food we eat, or liquid we drink, should be cleansed 
before it enters the stomach and bowels. We hear much talk of 
character and environment. If we make it a habit of associating with 
a very low and quarrelsome group of people, in a short time we 
also will become contaminated with that vibration. If we associate 
in a deceitful, criminal environment, we seem to find ourselves 
given away to the habits of our associates. 


The human body lives by vibration passing through the struc- 
ture at a rate of three hundred thousand miles a second. This dis- 
tributes a certain amount of cosmic mineral in the different parts of 
our body. If the environment is low and these cosmic currents enter 
our body contaminated with filth and crime, we find ourselves go- 
ing astray. 

Now all food material is just as acceptable to bad or unclean 
vibration as is our physical body. So it is necessary that we use the 
above invocation to cleanse our food and drink before the stomach 
and bowels receive them. With this same invocation, we also pro- 
tect our body, brain and consciousness from the evils or bad vibra- 
tion. 


If the cleansing of your body, brain and consciousness, as well 
as the food you consume, are protected by the Divine Law, you will 
soon understand its great value. You and your family are bound to 
receive increase of health and prosperity. This brings into effect the 
Master’s words of life everlasting. Read St. Mark, Chapter 16, 
Verses 14 to 18, as well as Verses 1 to 9. 


‘And he said unto Peter, upon that rock I founder my church.” 


CHAPTER XXIV. 


CHURCH OF CHRIST 


St. Matthew, Chapter 16, Verses 12 to 19 reads as follows: 
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We will give the above mentioned verses much study and atten- 
tion. In this passage of Scripture we find that Jesus recognized 
the spiritual sight of Peter. He refers to this sight or communi- 
cation with heaven as the rock upon which He has built His 
church. Again we quote the 18th verse from the same Chapter: 
“And I say to thee: That. thou art Peter; and upon this rock I 
will build my church, and the gates of hell shall not prevail 


Then they understood that he said not that they should 
beware of the leaven of bread, but of the doctrine of 
of the Pharisees and Sadducees. 


And Jesus came into the quarters of Cesarea Philippi: 
and he asked his disciples, saying: Whom do men say 
that the Son of man is? 


But they said: Some John the Baptist, and other some 
Elias, and others Jeremias, or one of the prophets. 


Jesus saith to them: But whom do you say that I am? 


Simon Peter answered and said: Thou art Christ, the 
Son of the living God. 


And Jesus answering, said to him: Blessed art thou, 
Simon Bar-Jona: Because flesh and blood hath not 
revealed it to thee, but my Father who is in heaven. 


And I say to thee: That thou art Peter; and upon this 
rock I will build my church, and the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it. 


And I will give to thee the keys of the kingdom of 
heaven, And whatsoever thou shalt bind upon earth, 
it shall be bound also in heaven: and whatsoever thou 
shalt loose on earth, it shall be loosed also in heaven. 


against it.” 
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Peter at that very moment was awakened to spiritual sight, see- 
ing in the Master two individuals. The Material Jesus and the 
Spiritual Christ, or as Paul states in the 15th chapter of 1st Corin- 
thians, both bodies the celestial and terrestrial had been brought 
to Peter’s sight as given in Verse 40. 


By giving the second chapter of The Acts the proper study, you 
will discover some very important things which will help im- 
mensely in the understanding of the Master’s teaching. He did 
not tell Peter to gather brick, lime and mortar or material of any 
kind to build a church, neither did he give Peter authority to 
build a church, but upon that rock of spiritual sight and under- 
standing which Peter plainly shows in answering our Master, was 
the foundation of the Church of Christ laid. Now we turn to the 
twelfth chapter of First Corinthians and we find there they, whom 
God our Heavenly Father has set into the church. In Verses 28 
to 31 we find six different parts of the ministry: 
28. And God indeed hath set some in the church; first 
apostles, secondly prophets, thirdly doctors; after that 


miracles; then the graces of healings, helps, govern- 
ments, kinds of tongues, interpretations of speeches. 


29. Are all apostles? Are all prophets? Are all doctors? 


30. Are all workers of miracles? Have all the grace of 
healing? Do all speak with tongues? Do all interpret? 


31. But be zealous for the better gifts. And I shew unto 
you yet a more excellent way. 


In order that we may have a fulfillment of the Scripture and the 
benefit of Divine Law as taught by our Master, the Lord Jesus 
Christ, it is our duty to remove the question mark from these six 
different parts of the ministry. We cannot carry on the teaching 
of our Master, the Lord Jesus Christ, and leave five-sixths of the 
ministry untouched. It is just a mere question mark that is sepa- 
rating us from the completion of the wonderful teaching of our 
Master, the Lord Jesus Christ. : 


To prove what little value or significance this little question 
mark may have, let us turn back to the second chapter of The 
Acts, beginning at the 16th verse, where we find God our Heavenly 
Father has poured out His spirit on all mankind. This gives us 
the opportunity and strength to remove the question mark from 
our path of spiritual life, and it gives power of seeing, power of 
prophecies, power of vision and dreams as the following Bible 
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quotations will explain: 


16.

But this is that which was spoken of by the prophet 
Joel: 

And it shall come to pass, in the last days, (saith the 
Lord), I will pour out of my Spirit upon all flesh: 
and your sons and your daughters shall prophesy, and 
your young men shall see visions, and your old men 
shall dream dreams. 


And upon my servants indeed, and upon my hand. 
maids will I pour out in those days of my spirit, and 
they shall prophesy. 


And I will shew wonders in the heaven above: and 
signs on the earth beneath: blood and fire, and vapour 
of smoke. 


The sun shall be turned into darkness, and the moon 
into blood, before the great and manifest day of the 
Lord come. 


And it shall come to pass, that whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord, shall be saved. 


Ye men of Israel, hear these words: Jesus of Nazareth, 
a man approved ‘of God among you, by miracles, and 
wonders, and signs, which God did by him, in the 
midst of you, as you also know: 


This same being delivered up, by the determinate 
counsel and foreknowledge of God, you by the hands 
of wicked men have crucified and slain. 


Whom God hath raised up, having loosed the sorrows 
of hell, as it was impossible that he should be holden 
by it. 
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25. For David saith concerning him: I foresaw the Lord 
before my face: because he is at my right hand, that 
I may not be moved. 


26. For this my heart hath been glad, and my tongue hath 
rejoiced: moreover my flesh also shall rest in hope. 


27. Because thou wilt not leave my soul in hell, nor suffer 
thy Holy One to see corruption. 


28. Thou hast made known to me the ways of life: thou 
shalt make me full of joy with thy countenance. 


We find our Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ very particular about 
the way in which we conduct our churches, or our religion. We 
will now go to St. Matthew, Chapter 21, Verses 11 to 16. These 
verses read as follows: 


11. And the people said: This,is Jesus the prophet, from 
Nazareth of Galilee. 

12. And Jesus went into the temple of God, and cast out 
all them that sold and bought in the temple, and over- 
threw the tables of the money changers, and the chairs 
of them that sold doves: 


13. And he saith to them: It is written, My house shall be 
called the house of prayer; but you have made it a den 
of thieves. 


14. And there came to him the blind and the lame in the 
temple; and he healed them. 


15. And the chief priests and scribes, seeing the wonderful 
things that he did, and the children crying in the tem- 
ple, and saying: Hosanna to the son of David; were 
moved with indignation, 


16. And said to him: Hearest thou what these say? And 
Jesus said to them: Yea, have you never read: Out of 
the mouth of infants and of sucklings thou hast per- 
fected praise? 


Today we would not think of doing a banking or money chang- 
ing business in our church, neither would we buy and sell hogs 
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or cattle in our church. But, a certain class of people of today, 
if they had their way, would commercialize our Christian principles, 
bringing gain to a group of individuals. With such action the 
Master might feel as if it was necessary for Him to reappear with 
the same twisted cord that He used in the temple nearly two thou- 
sand years ago. When you become familiar with Divine Law, it 
is very easy for you to recognize the sheep in wolf’s clothing. Again 
the Master states, “By their fruit ye shall know them.” 


CHAPTER XXV. 
THE PROPHET 


In St. John, Chapter 4, Verse 19, we read: ‘“The woman saith 
to him: Sir, I perceive that thou art a prophet.’ Readily this 
woman of Samaria recognized in the Master the great spiritual 
vision that made it possible for Him to recall things of her past 
life. He said, “Call your husband.” This is mentioned in Verse 
16 of St. John, Chapter 4: ‘Jesus saith to her: Go, call thy hus- 
band, and come hither.” 


Prophets from the beginning of time, have foretold the coming 
of the Master, the Lord Jesus Christ. They prophecied many things 
that have already come to pass. We have many prophecies not yet 
fulfilled. And Jesus said, ““You can do the same as I, even greater.’ 
This statement was not confined to any particular law, but it is true 
of any part of the ministry. He has, at various times, given satis- 
factory details of seeing from this side of life into heaven, the 
real existence. 


In many instances we see the law repeated, and again we do 
not understand. In the great valuation of asking, we do receive. 
The Master said, “Ask in my name and it shall be given unto you 
before you ask.’”” We see the proof many times, and then we 
doubt. For example, many states have suffered from lack of mois- 
ture. Governors of these states have set apart a period to pray for . 
rain, arranging the date so that it falls on Sunday. And in so 
many cases we have received sufficient moisture on Friday or Satur- 
day before the set date. This confirms the above statement: “‘It 
shall be done unto you before you ask.” 


When the crops are out of danger in these various dry stricken 
areas, and they have received the proper amount of moisture, 
people rejoice and think, ‘““Well, now the drought is over and we 
are safe.” They have not knowingly reached God’s Law which 
brought the necessary relief. In these cases, do we give God and 
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our Master, the Lord Jesus Christ, credit, or do we forget the date 
which we set aside until we again need assistance? 

We as Christian people, with the knowledge of how to operate 
these different laws, can bring about the ideal conditions of heaven 
here upon earth. Study the picture on the previous page, and read 
all of St. John, Chapter 4. It will bring clearly to your under- 
standing the law which the Master used. This one chapter shows 
that we have a spiritual sight apart from the physical. Also, we 
have power of prophecy mentioned in various places. In St. John, 
Chapter 3, Verse 8, the version plainly states that the spirit still 
breaths and lives continuously. “The spirit breatheth where he 
will; and thou hearest his voice, but thou knowest not whence he 
cometh, and whither he goeth: so is every one that is born of the 
Spirit.” 

This gives an understanding of three of the great laws demon- 
strated by the Master, the Lord Jesus Christ. The many different 
translations of the Holy Bible vary some in the wording. We must 
consider the large amount of knowledge that this great book pro- 
vides for us. We must also realize that the wording and writing 
is extremely condensed and compact. To get all this great work 
compiled in from three hundred to five hundred pages, makes it 
necessary for it to be given in parable form. If the writer would 
undertake to explain each parable or verse of the Bible in detail, 
the edition would be so large that we would give up all hope of 
ever undertaking to read the Scripture.

CHAPTER XXVI. 
BORN OF THE SPIRIT. 


We here find the Master in a conversation with Nicodemus. 
The latter was at a loss to understand the teachings of our Master 
the Lord Jesus Christ. That misunderstanding is still confusing 
people living today. But the Master has very clearly differentiated 
between the first and second birth of man in St. John, Chapter 3, 
Verses 3 and 4: 

3. Jesus answered, and said to him: Amen, amen I say to 

thee, unless a man be born again, he cannot see the 


kingdom of God. 

4. Nicodemus saith to him: How can a man be born when 

he is old? Can he enter a second time into his mother’s 
womb, and be born again? 

In verse five of the same chapter the Master in His conversation 
with Nicodemus gives a correct understanding of the difference 
between the two births. When man leaves his mother’s womb he is 
born of water, which is quite evident. If there were no water in the 
womb there would be no life or birth. The birth of the Spirit takes 
place when the Spirit of the Holy Ghost descends upon man by 
laying on of the hand of either the Apostle or the instructor of 
Divine Law. (St. John was sent as a witness of the light and bap- 
tized with water.) “But he who cometh after me, baptize with the 
Spirit of the Holy Ghost.” 


Now we find the confusing link of baptism, or born of water, 
in John the Baptist. From the beginning of Christ’s Ministry, both 
He and His Disciples baptized with the Spirit of the Holy Ghost. 
In order to get the correct valuation provided by the law, we must 
make this separation between the baptism of water and the birth 
of water. John the Baptist’s mission of baptism came to an end 
when he established the recognition of the Master. But, the Master 
was sent to baptize with the Spirit of the Holy Ghost. In St. John, 
Chapter 3, Verse 6, He gives the division in this form: “That which 
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is born of the flesh, is flesh; and that which is born of the Spirit, 
is spirit.’’ And then in the same chapter, Verses 7 to 17, we read: 


re 
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Wonder not, that I said to thee, you must be born 
again. 
The Spirit breatheth where he will; and thou hearest his 
voice, but thou knowest not whence he cometh, and 
whither he goeth: so is every one that is born of the 
Spirit. 


. Nicodemus answered, and said to him: How can these 


things be done? 


Jesus answered, and said to him: Art thou a master in 


Israel, and knowest not these things? 


. Amen, amen I say to thee, that we speak what we 


know, and we testify what we have seen, and you re- 
ceive not our testimony. 


If I have spoken to you earthly things, and you believe 
not; how will you believe, if I shall speak to you 
heavenly things? 


And no man hath ascended into heaven, but he that 
descended from heaven, the Son of man who is in 
heaven. 


And as Moses lifted up the serpent in the desert, so 
must the Son of man be lifted up: 


That whosoever believeth in him, may not perish; but 
may have life everlasting. 


For God so loved the world, as to give his only be- 
gotten Son; that whosoever believeth in him, may not 
perish, but may have life everlasting. 


For God sent not his Son into the world, to judge the 
world, but that the world may be saved by him. 


CHAPTER XXVII. 
CHRIST BLESSING LITTLE CHILDREN 


We find the Master laying His hand upon the little children, 
baptizing them with the spirit of the Holy Ghost. In St. Luke, 
Chapter 18, Verses 15 to 17, we read: | 


15. And they brought unto him also infants, that he might 
touch them. Which when the disciples saw, they re- 
buked them. 


16. But Jesus, calling them together, said: Suffer children 
to come to me, and forbid them not, for of such is the 
kingdom of God. 


17. Amen, I say to you: Whosoever shall not receive the 
kingdom of God as a child, shall not enter into it. 


We find that little children, from time of birth, live a spiritual 
life until the sixth year has passed. From that period until the 
child reaches the age of twelve, we find the career of his life estab- 
lished here upon earth. The understanding and knowledge which 
he receives before the age of twelve will remain his true guidance, 
whether it be good or bad material, knowledge or Christian under- 
standing. 

In St. Luke, Chapter 2, Verses 41 to 52, we find our Master at — 
the age of twelve years possessed greater knowledge than lawyers . 
and doctors of centuries before His time. | 

How little do we think of the great estimation or importance of 
the word MOTHER. This word means to the entire world either 
_ success or failure. It means to the individual whom she brings 
forth unto this world (born of water) either honor and fame or 
disaster and disgrace. Which it shall be depends on her teaching 
before the twelfth year has expired. 


The mothers of America should accept, for their example, the 
Mother of our Saviour. If they would watch over their children, 
keeping them from evil and impurities, as Mary watched over the 
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Master, the Lord Jesus Christ, we would again bring into realiza- 
tion another beautiful part of the Lord’s Prayer. ‘‘Be done on earth 
as it is in heaven, go forth and preach the kingdom of heaven it 
is at hand.” 


It is not necessary that we die or pass from physical to spiritual 
existence in order to enjoy the great peace and happiness provided 
for us in heaven, because it already prevails in many Christian 
homes today. But, the life and understanding of so many children 
are changed from the teaching of our Master to material ideas or, 
as we term them, modern or popular ideas. These are fast leading 
the American people away from churches and the Master, the Lord 
Jesus Christ—the great heaven of Eternity which we may possess 
on earth as well as in heaven. If you are as much concerned with 
the welfare of your own children as Mary was with the welfare of 
Christ, you will see that they have the proper Christian training. 


Many persons, men and women alike, have become total failures 
in every walk of life. This is due to the fact that mothers do not 
understand the value of Divine Law. They fail to realize that the 
child, in the early years of its life, is existing or living in that great 
state of heaven and in direct communication with God, our 
Heavenly Father. | 


For years the author has made a close study of such conditions. 
Many times our little ones at play come in direct touch with the 
Heavenly Father and the Lord Jesus Christ. They then go into 
their own home and tell the one who is responsible for their exist- 
ence, the great things they saw and heard. Through a lack of 
understanding on the part of their teacher who is spiritually blind 
to the kingdom of heaven inhabited daily by the child, the latter is 
rebuked and cautioned not to talk about such things. People might 
think that the child was mentally unbalanced and from that point 
on, lead the babies out of their paradise or their heaven. 


In many instances we find the commandment emphasized by our 
Master the Lord Jesus Christ, broken. “Suffer them not for of such 
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is the kingdom of heaven.” Following is one of the author’s expe- 
riences while walking down the street. It had been raining and 
much water collected in small pools. A group of little children 
played happily, as children do. One little boy about nine years of 
age had the misfortune to slip and fall headlong into one of the 
pools of muddy water. His father noticing what had happened, 
became enraged, called his son to him with the remark, ‘I am going 
to beat the devil out of that kid.’’ The author interrupted by saying, 
“Oh, no, you are not going to do any such thing to that child.” 
The enraged father asked, ‘““Why not?” The author explained to 
him the thing about to take place. He was going to beat God out 
of that little boy’s consciousness and allow the devil of anger, with 
which he was possessed that very minute, to take possession of the 
little boy’s consciousness, thus starting one more little soul to 
destruction. The soiling of the child’s clothes by falling into the 
pool was not a willful act on the part of the child. It was purely 
accidental. 


CHAPTER XXVIII. 
THE FORGIVENESS OF SIN 


There is a great difference of opinion concerning the forgiveness 
of sin. And there are a great many kinds of sins. Crime takes a 
place of its own. We pay for our sins, which are many, as men- 
tioned in St. Matthew, Chapter 12, Verses 31, 32, 33: 


31. Therefore I say to you: Every sin and blasphemy shall 
be forgiven men, but the ee of the Spirit shall 
not be forgiven. 


32. And whosoever shall speak a word against the Son of 
man, it shall be forgiven him: but he that shall speak 
against the Holy Ghost, it shall not be forgiven him, 
neither in this world, nor in the world to come. 


33. Either make the tree good and its fruits good: or make 
the tree evil, and its fruit evil. For by the fruit the tree 
is known.

Many churches provide a method of confessing sins. Through 
sadness and repentance, the individual receives forgiveness. In 
another parable in the 13th Chapter of St. Matthew, Verse 31, it 
shows how strong and how widely that sin may spread as in the 
stalk of mustard which grew and spread into a tree. By the branches 
which we send forth in sin in so many directions, as quoted in this 
parable, all who we associate with may share or accept of our sin 
as did the birds of the air when they dwelt in the tree produced 
from the mustard seed. 


There are so many different ways in which we may sin, deceit 
being one of the most detrimental. Sins will bring to our bowels 
the same sickness and disease that came to the bowels of Judas. - 
Greed is another sin which we very seldom recognize within our- 
selves. Selfishness and pride are two very harmful sins. Hate, 
anger and malice walk down the road of sin hand in hand. Many 
sinful thoughts pass through our brain—thoughts which have never 
been uttered by word or sound. Nevertheless, they bring sickness 
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and disease to the body which God loaned to us for our physical 
existence. 


On the previous page, you see a picture of the Master healing 
the palsy. This gives us a correct understanding of the action . 
brought to this man’s body by sin or violation of God’s Law. In 
St. Matthew, Chapter 9, Verses 4 and 5, we read of Jesus healing 
the palsy. In His statement of sin, He shows that sin brings a 
direct reaction to the body which is indirectly responsible for all 
our physical or mental ailments. He healed this paralyzed man and 


rebuked the people: 


4, And Jesus seeing their thoughts, said: Why do you 
think evil in your hearts? 


5. Whether is easier, to say, Thy sins are forgiven thee; 
or to say, Arise, and walk? 


Again in Verse 6 He makes plain that men on earth have power 
to forgive sins: ‘But that you may know that the Son of man hath 
power on earth to forgive sins, (then said He to the man sick of 
the palsy,) Arise, take up thy bed, and go into thy house.” 


When you receive your instructions on healing, you will find in 
the use of the Law the infirmities or soreness are healed and the 
body becomes whole. Then we know that our sins have been for- 
given and that we may walk in a new life as the spirit of the Holy 
Ghost must ascend upon any person before the healing is perfected. 
God is so merciful, he gives to each individual three chances to 
arise from this sin. Job, Chapter 33, says, ‘“And I will put a man 
down on his bed three times and when he will cry out, O God, 
then he shall live.” Again in the 8th Chapter of Acts, Verse 19, 
we find that baptism of the Holy Ghost is received through the 
laying on of the disciple’s hand.

Give not thy strength unto women, nor thy ways to that 


which destroyeth kings. 


. It is not for kings, O Lemuel, it is not for kings to 


drink wine; nor for princes strong drink: 


. Lest they drink, and forget the law, and pervert the 


judgment of any of the afflicted. 


. Give strong drink unto him that is a to perish, and 


wine unto those that be of heavy hearts. 


. Let him drink, and forget his poverty, and remember 


his misery no more. 


. Open thy mouth for the dumb in the cause of all such 


as are appointed to destruction. 


. Open thy mouth, judge righteously, and plead the cause 


of the poor and needy. 


. Who can find a virtuous woman? For her price is far 


above rubies. 


. The heart of her husband doth safely trust in her, so 


that he shall have no need of spoil. 


. She will do him good and not evil all the days of her 


life. 


She seeketh wool, and flax, and worketh willingly with 
her hands. 


She is like the merchants’ ships: she bringeth her food 
from afar. 
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She riseth also while it is yet night, and giveth meat 
to her household and a portion to her maidens. 


She considereth a field, and buyeth it: with the fruit of 
her hands she planteth a vineyard.

. Strength and honour are her clothing; and she shall 


rejoice in the time to come. 


. She openeth her mouth with wisdom; and in her 


tongue is the law of kindness. 


. She looketh well to the ways of her household, and 


eateth not the bread of idleness. 


. Her children arise up, and call her blessed; her hus- 


band also, and he praiseth her. 


. Many daughters have done virtuously, but thou excel- 


lest them all. 


. Favour is deceitful, and beauty is vazm: but a woman 


that feareth the LORD, she shall be praised. 


. Give her of the fruit of her hands; and let her own 
works praise her in the gates.

The twelve apostles and the twelve different minerals are repre- 
sented in the description as fruit. We also find, in this wonderful 
chapter, a different fruit for each season or month. Things as given 
are very plainly understood, once we receive the inspiration of 


interpretation as St. John in Revelations:
